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Fore-warned Is Fore-armed

HEN historical officers were observ- 

ing and recording the events of 
World War II they were thinking in 
terms of only one thing—the future. 
Historical officers now covering the 
Korean conflict 
are guided by 
the same think- 
ing. This orien- 
tation towards 
the future char- 
acterizes the ac- 
tivities of the 
Ofice of the 
Chief of Mili- 
tary History in 
performing its 
functions as a 
member of the 





Department of 
the Army’s Spe- 
cial Staff. 


Although bet- 
ter known for 
writing the multi-volume history of the 
U.S. Army in World War II, the Office 
of the Chief of Military History per- 
forms numerous other functions, all of 
them in one way or another oriented 
toward the future. 

Chief among these is the preparation 
of studies on specific subjects of vital 
concern to staff planners, troop com- 
manders, and Service School instructors 
and students. The subjects covered in- 
clude, for example, mobilization, the re- 
placement system, demobilization, utili- 
zation of prisoners of war, partisan

warfare, combat methods of foreign 
armies, terrain studies, operations of 
encircled forces, and defense against 
breakthroughs. 


These “applied studies” and “foreign 
studies” represent exhaustive research 
on selected subjects that pose continuing 
and recurring problems to the Army. 
They do not deal with dead subjects, but 
with living and growing ones. Their time- 
liness is reflected by the study on parti- 
san warfare—a method of fighting as old 
83 war itself, yet as new as today’s re- 
Ports from Korea. When applied to cur- 
rent and future problems, these studies 
make the informed officer less vulnerable 
to snap-judgments and half solutions. 

Both the history and the studies fill 
specific needs of the Army. Both give 
Meaning to the saying, “Fore-warned is 

ore-armed.” The history, which pre- 
sents a “wide view” of all World War 
I operations—combat and administra- 
tive—is balanced by the special studies 
Which provide a “view in depth” on a 
tiven subject. The use made of this 
storehouse of knowledge by the Depart- 
Ment of the Army can be gauged by the

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Army Reveals W.O. 


Promotion Plan |

The Army has dispatched to field com- | 


mands instructions regarding forthcom- 
ing promotions of warrant officers to 
W-2, W-3 and W-4. 

The advancements, long delayed, are 
made possible as a result of the Depart- 
ment of Defense decision to lift the re- 
strictions on warrant officer promotions 
to top grades, whieh were imposed short- 
ly before the outbreak of hostilities in 
Korea. Heretofore only 3 per cent of the 
warrant officers could be in the W-4 
grade and 7 per cent in W-3. 

The Army recently had announced a 
temporary promotion program for war- 
rant officers serving in pay grade W-1 
through lineal list number 7263. 

The Warrant Officer Selection Board, 
because of the lifting of the promotion 
ceiling, now will consider for promotion 
to W-3 lineal list warrant officers serv- 
ing in pay grade W-2 through lineal list 
number 2227. 

To pay grade W-4, lineal list warrant 
officers serving in pay grade W-3 through 
lineal list number 650 will be considered. 

The selections will be on a “best quali- 
fied” basis. 

In order to recognize outstanding 
ability, commanders were authorized to 
submit recommendations for promotions 
to pay grades W-2, W-3 and W-4, of per- 
sonnel in the next lower grades who are 
outside the primary zones of considera- 
tion provided that by 30 June 1951 they 
had completed at least 6 months active 
military service on current tour in grade 
in which serving. 

Such recommendations will be sub- 
mitted through command channels to 
TAG, Dept. of Army, attn: AGPO-P, so 
as to arrive no later than 30 Sept. 1951. 
Those recommendations disapproved by 
intermediate commanders will not be 
forwarded. Recommendations will be ac- 
companied by a special efficiency report 
accomplished in accordance with AR 
600-185 or AFR 3-610 and marked in red 
at the bottom of the report with the 
words “Special Report.” 

The Army said it is desired that major 
commanders furnish air mail reports to 
TAG, attn: AGPO-P, through 31 Oct. 
1951, indicating the name of any person 
within the zone who: 

(1) Is being considered for elimination; 

(2) Is undergoing trial by court martial; 

(3) Is under an investigation which may 
result in disciplinary action other than oral 
reprimand; 

(4) Has, within past 90 days, 
ministered punishment under 
Article 15 MCM 1951; 

(5) On whom other information exists 
which would have some bearing on indivi- 
duals’ selection for promotion.

Organized Cheating 


Eliminated at USMA 


Using the Association of Graduates as 
a medium, Maj. Gen. F. A. Irving, USA, 
Superintendent of the U. S. Military 
Academy, this week revealed the full 
story of the discovery and breaking up 
of an “organized cheating ring” which 
had operated in the Academy since the 
fall of 1949. 

“The cheating,” General Irving wrote 
to alumni president Brig. Gen. Chauncey 
L. Fenton, USA-Ret, “was concentrated 
in and associated with the football play- 
ers. The remainder were their room- 
mates and other close associates. How- 
ever, this situation has nothing to do 
with football in itself. Rather, these men 
apparently came to think of themselves 
as a group apart, and developed a set 
of values different from those of the re- 
mainder of the corps of cadets.” 

General Fenton, immediately upon re- 
ceipt of the report from General Irving, 
arranged to send copies of it to the 
approximately 12,000 members of his 
association. Then it was decided, appar- 
ently by the graduates themselves with 
the concurrance of the Academy author- 
ities, to release the report formally to 
the newspapers. To accomplish this, Col. 
William H. Kyle, president of the West 
Point Society of New York, and Col. 
George De Graff, secretary of the same 
group, distributed copies to reporters at 
Colonel De Graff’s New York City office 
on the afternoon of 5 Sept., more than 
a month after the original cryptic an- 
nouncements from West Point and 
Washington. 

General Irving’s letter told of the 
original discovery of the ring, the in- 
vestigation of its ramifications, and the 
rooting out of its members. 

Text of Letter 

His letter follows in full text: 

“Dear General Fenton: 

“During the past few weeks there has 
been a great number of erroneous state- 
ments and hasty suppositions in the press 
concerning the release of certain cadets 
from the Academy. I feel it is necessary 
that the fellow members of our alumni 
association, who have shown a marked in- 
terest in the matter, be given the facts 
and a resume of our action. In view of 
this, I am forwarding to you the following 
statement, with the request that you dis- 
seminate it to each of the alumni: 

“The majority of the cadets. being 


separated have chosen to resign and have

Boost Public Works 


Total; Little Housing 


The Senate this week voted approval 
for a $5,887,669,178 military authoriza- 
tion construction bill, representing an in- 
crease of $118,948,850 over funds voted by 
the House. 


The Department of Defense had asked 
originally for $6.5 billion in authoriza- 
tions. 


Appropriations have been requested 
for $46 billion to apply against the 
authorizations, of which $2.45 billion in 
actual funds is slated for the Air Force, 
$1.25 billion for the Army and $.90 bil- 
lion for the Navy and Marine Corps. 


For family housing, a total expenditure 
of $111,145,500 is authorized, which will 
provide 481 units for Army personnel; 
70 for Navy families; and 4,695 for Air 
Force—a grand total of 5,236. 

Of this total, however, in the conti- 
nental limits of the United States, the 
Army is given authorization only for 16 
units, the Navy, 33 units, and the Air 
Force, 751 units, of which more than 400 
will be at remote Limestone AFB in 
Maine. 

The Senate Armed Services Committee, 
in reporting the bill, acknowledged that 
“family-type housing for the dependents 
of military personnel is a serious prob- 
lem, as has been forcefully pointed out 
in reports of the Preparedness Subcom- 
mittee of the Armed Services Committee. 

“Many of the places in which Service 
personnel are housing their families are 
not only substandard, but are disgrace- 
ful,” the construction bill report de- 
clared. 

However, the Committee has decided 
to rely almost exclusively on the Wherry 
Act to solve the critical housing short- 
age, despite the repeated statements of 
Defense officials that the Wherry Act, 
while a great aid in alleviating the hous- 
ing situation, is by no means the com- 
plete answer. The need for Government 
instruction has been emphasized re- 
peatedly. 

The Wherry Act now embraces 204 
projects which will provide 80,020 hous- 
ing units. The Armed Services Com- 
mittee stated that “with the recent ex- 
tension of the provisions of Title VIII 
(the Wherry Act) of the National Hous- 
ing Act the committee hopes that rapid 
strides will be made in providing family 
dwellings for the dependents of military 
personnel.” 

Meantime, the hearings disclosed that 
there has been a serious increase in the 
divorce rate among Service families be- 
cause of prolonged separations of fami- 
lies as a result of lack of housing. 

As passed by the Senate, the authori- 
zation bill gives a total of $1,473,791,528 
to the Army; $846,847,850 to the Navy 
and Marine Corps; and $3,567,029,800 to 
the Air Force.

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THE WAR IN KOREA 











HE curtain of military censorship, 

which had obscured details of ground 
action on the east central front in Korea 
for more than two weeks, was lifted this 
week, and revealed that for nearly three 
weeks three American divisions, with at- 
tached Allied troops, have been engaged 
in severe fighting, and have gained im- 
portant, though limited, objectives. 

The units participating in this opera- 
fion, which began on 18 August, are the 
UW. S. Army 2d and 7th Divisions, the 1st 
W. S& Marine Division, an attached South 
Korean regiment, and a contingent of 
Ethiopian troops. Dominant hill positions 
were taken northwest of Yanggu, and 
the important enemy transportation and 
supply center of Kumsong was brought 
within artillery range late this week. 

In an apparent effort to relieve the 
strong Allied pressure on the east central 
front the Chinese Reds launched a vigor- 
ous probing attack on the western front 
north and west of Yonchon. The attack, 
supported by about 20 Russian-made 
tanks, trapped an Allied combat patrol 
of company strength west of the me- 
andering Imjin River. A tank-infantry 
rescue unit fought its way through to the 
surrounded patrol and drove back the 
Reds, relieving the trapped force, after 
an 18-hour fight in which it is estimated 
that 500 of the 3,000 Red troops partici- 
pating were killed. Subsequently the Red 
attack was renewed and was still in 
progress late this week. 

United Nations intelligence sources 
this week disclosed the presence in North 
Korea, near the battle zone, of large num- 
bers of Caucasian “Soviet puppet” troops, 
accompanied by artillery, tanks, and 
armored cars, and the buildup in Man- 
churia of a “puppet air force,” consisting 
of more than 1,000 fighters, light bomb- 
ers, and ground attack aircraft. 

The so-called “volunteer” ground 
forces, composed of white troops, as dis- 
tinguished from the Chinese Communist 
“volunteers,” were organized in Man- 
churia early this year, and are reported 
to have been moving into North Korea 
since last spring. They are composed 
largely of technical and specialist per- 
sonnel, contributed by Soviet satellite na- 
tions of Europe, incuding East Gemany. 

The presence of these troops and the 
tmcrease in air strength strongly suggest 
the possibility of a new ground and air 
offensive by the enemy. Renewed efforts 
have been made to rebuild, repair, and 
improve air bases in Manchuria and 

‘North Korea, with the technical assist- 
ance of Caucasian engineers. A reserve 
force equivalent to at least 30 divisions 
has been built up in the rear areas, while 
approximately 40 refitted and resupplied 
Chinese and North Korean divisions have 
been identified along the present battle 
line. 

The limited objective operations of 
American and South Korean troops on 
the east central front are designed to 
wrest key terrain features from the 
enemy, to drive Red troops from strongly 
entrenched positions, and to inflict the 
maximum number of casualties, throw- 
img the Communist forces off balance, and 
reducing the potential for any contem- 
plated offensive.

Attacking United Nations troops moved 
forward, with closely co-ordinated air and 
artillery support. Sustained bombard- 
ments by heavy artillery and bombers 
preceded the initial assaults. 

Allied infantry units climbed precipi- 
tous slopes, often covered by fog and 
clouds, and engaged the enemy in fierce, 
close-in, hand-to-hand combat. The Red 
reserves were committed, and in some 
cases hill positions changed hands four 
times in a single day. 

After hard fighting a series of heights 
and ridge lines in the Nam River valley 
were taken by the Allies, securing ex- 
cellent artillery observation points. Guns 
were displaced forward, and heavy and 
accurate artillery fire prevented success- 
ful enemy counter-attacks. 

In an attempt to stall the Allied ad- 
vance the Reds threw in a fresh North 
Korean corps of about 30,000 men. How- 
ever, the American divisions and attached 
troops moved steadily forward, taking the 
dominant terrain features around the so- 
called punch bowl area, and then the 
heights south of Kumsong, bringing the 
town under artillery fire, with Allied in- 
fantry face to face with the final defense 
positions of this important center. 

General James A. Van Fleet, USA, com- 
manding the Eighth Army, estimates that 
the enemy lost at least 10,500 men in this 
operation, including 650 prisoners of war 
taken by the Allies. The result of this 
limited offensive thus far has been the 
capture by the Allies of commanding hill 
positions, thus ending the immediate 
threat of a major enemy offensive in this 
sector. 

General Van Fleet said that during the 
month of August at least 26,000 Reds 
were killed, wounded, or captured. He 
estimated that about 15,000 had been 
killed during last month, 10,000 killed, 
and 1,069 taken prisoner. 

Aside from the severe fighting on the 
east central front ground operations dur- 
ing the week were relatively unimportant 
in most sectors. Late in the week the 
Reds made a strong probing attack north 
and west of Yonchon, which made little 
headway, although sharp fighting ensued. 
In this attack 20 Russian-type 34-ton 
tanks participated. This was one of the 
rare appearances of enemy tanks at the 
front in nearly a year. 

When the conflict began in June 1950 
the North Korean Reds were well 
equipped with Russian tanks, but in the 
course of the next three months nearly 
all of them were lost. The Chinese Com- 
munists have had practically no tanks, 
and the Russians apparently replaced 
few, if any, of those lost by the North 
Koreans. The reappearance of these wea- 
pons this week indicates that the Rus- 
sians may now be resupplying the Red 
forces with substantial numbers. 

For the most part ground operations in 
other sectors of the front, outside of the 
battle area in east Central Korea, con- 
sisted of relatively minor patrol actions, 
with no appreciable changes in the line. 
United Nations forces along most of the 
western front maintained positions and 
sent small patrols forward, briefly en- 
gaging enemy units west and northwest 





of Korangpo-ri, and also north of Chor- 
won. 

United Nations carrier-based aircraft 
attacked enemy troop concentrations, 
gun positions, supply buildings, ammuni- 
tion dumps, and storage points north of 
the Han River. Naval task force surface 
units shelled targets in the same area. 

On the east coast Allied naval vessels

shore batteries, artillery positions, am- 
| munition dumps, factories, and marshall- 
ing yards from Kosong north to Songjin. 

Land-based fighter-bombers operated in 
close support of friendly ground elements, 
napalming, bombing and strafing troop 
positions, and inflicting numerous casual- 
ties. Light bombers in daylight attacks 
hit an important storage center near 
Pyongyang, the North Korean capital. 
Night-flying light bombers continued the 
heavy destruction of vehicular traffic 
along enemy supply routes. Medium 
bombers attacked numerous specific mili- 
tary targets in North Korea. 

In the naval attack north of the Han 
River British, Canadian and Australian 
warships participated. Enemy artillery 
positions were blasted by the 6-inch guns 
of the British Light Cruiser Belfast. The 
Canadian Destroyer Cayuga took Com- 
munist troops and supply installations 
under fire in the same area. 

Air support for the Belfast was pro- 
vided by planes from the British Light 
Carrier Glory, which also swept enemy 
positions north of the Han. Sea Furies 
and Fireflies from the carrier flew low to 
rocket and strafe enemy troops and to 
hit ammunition and supply points. The 
British Patrol Frigate Cardigan Bay and 
the Australian Frigate Murchison moved 
in the reaches of the Han River to shell 
enemy troop and gun positions. 

United States warships were on bom- 
bardment and patrol duty along the east 
coast. The Heavy Cruiser Los Angeles 
and the Destroyer Wedderburn knocked 
out enemy artillery positions blocking the 
advanee of Allied ground troops in the 
Kosong area. 

At Wonsan the Destroyers Parks and 
Hopewell fired on closely concealed sup- 
ply and artillery hideouts in hills rang- 
ing the harbor. Marshalling yards and 
other transportation facilities at Wonsan 
were shelled as the bombardment of that 
important enemy harbor passed its 200th 
day. 

The U. S. Destroyer Craig and the 
British Destroyer Charity fired on rail- 
road embankments, trucks, factories and 
marshalling yards at Songjin. Secondary 
explosions indicated that ammunition 
cars and storage points had been hit. 

The Far East Air Force devoted much 
of its effort during the week to close sup- 
port of ground troops in their advance 
in the mountainous terrain of East Cen- 
tral Korea. Bunkers were destroyed and 
heavy enemy troop casualties were in- 
flicted. Land-based Marine planes at- 
tached to the Fifth Air Force, propellor- 
driven F-51 Mustangs and F-84 Thunder- 
jets provided much of the tactical air 
support of advancing Allied infantry. 

Night attacks on enemy road traffic 
were made by B-26 light bombers and 
Marine planes, assisted by flare-dropping 
cargo aircraft. An enemy jet plane at- 
tempted to attack a B-26, but was driven 
off. In daylight raids B-26 light bombers, 
escorted by F-84 Thunderjets, attacked a 
cement plant near Pyongyang which was 
being used for storage of military sup- 

lies. 
. F-80 Shooting Star jets, F-84 Thunder- 
jets, and F-51 Mustangs struck bridges 
and vehicles in the Pyongyang area, and 
destroyed or damaged bridges, tunnels, 
gun positions, barracks, and storehouses 
at various points in Northwest Korea. 
B-29 Superforts, using radar to bomb 
through the clouds, hit enemy troop and 
supply concentrations, and in the eastern

The 100th anniversary of the birth of 
Maj. Walter Reed, conqueror of yellow 
fever, will be observed 13 Sept. with 
special commemorative programs at 
Walter Reed Army Hospital in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and at Belroi and Harrison. 
burg, Va. 

Maj. Gen. Paul H. Streit, MC, USA, 
Commanding General of Army Medical 
Center and Walter Reed Army Hospital 
will be the principal speaker at Belroi, 
the birthplace of Major Reed near Glou- 
cester, Va. An Army band and Walter 
Reed Army Hospital patients will also 
participate. 

“Stoneleigh,” a later Reed home at 
Harrisonburg, and now a Veterans’ Me 
morial Home, will be the scene of the 
centennial program planned by the Har- 
risonburg Chamber of Commerce. Prin- 
cipal speaker will be Col. Joseph U. Wea- 
ver, Deputy Post Commander, Army 
Medical Center. 

Participating in the observance will be 
the Walter Reed Memorial Association, 
which was founded in 1903 at Bar Har- 
bor, Me., through the efforts of scientific 
groups and individuals including Alex- 
ander Graham Bell. Present members 
include Col. J. F. Siler (Ret.) former 
Commandant of Army Medical Service 
Graduate School, famous for Army medi- 
cal research, president; Dr. Philip S. 
Hench, staff member of Mayo Clinic, 
Rochester, Minn., recent co-winner of a 
Nobel Prize and an outstanding author- 
ity on Major Reed and yellow fever, vice- 
president; Brig. Gen. Albert G. Love 
(Ret.) World War II medical historian 
for Army Surgeon General, secretary; 
Mr. Hans Ireland, vice-president of 
American Security and Trust Company, 
and treasurer. 

Other members of the Association in- 
clude Vice-Adm. Ross McIntire (Ret.) 
former Navy Surgeon General; Maj. Gen. 
Charles Reynolds (Ret.) former Army 
Surgeon General; Maj. Gen. Merritte W. 
Ireland (Ret.) former Army Surgeon 
General; Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, presi- 
dent of National Geographic Society;

Maj. Gen. Walter Reed, son of Major 
and Mrs. Reed, a former Inspector Gen- 
eral of the United States Army, lives in 
Washington, D. C. A daughter, Blossom 
Reed, lives in Blue Ridge Summit, Pa. 

Two of the 18 American volunteers for 
the yellow fever experiments conducted 
by Major Reed are still living. Dr. Rob- 
ert Cooke, a retired Public Health officer 
and former U. S. Naval Academy stu- 
dent, lives in Whistle Creek, Va., and Mr. 
James Hanberry, an infantry soldier with 
the American volunteer troops lives in 
Orangeburg, S. C. These men were 
among the first to undergo the trying 
ordeal of sleeping 21 successive nights in 
the soiled bedding of yellow fever 
patients. This was to determine whether 
the disease could be transmitted by in- 
fected bedding, clothing and other ob- 
jects. 

Miss Lena Townshend, a nurse who 
worked with Major Reed in Cuba during 
the yellow fever experiments, resides in 
Baltimore, Md. Miss Townshend kept 
medical charts of the volunteer patients

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“Bloed for Freedom” 


For the first time since the start of the 
Korean war, the military services are 
running short of a much-needed item, and 
one that is perhaps more important in 
the final analysis than tanks or guns or 
ammunition or planes. This critical item 
is blood. 


Defense officials revealed this week | 


that U. S. stocks of blood plasma are al- 
most non-existent at present, and ex- 
pressed fear that deaths in Korea will 
spiral upward unless new plasma is made 
available immediately. Currently 9 of 
10 lives are saved in Korea by the use 
of blood plasma. 

On Monday, a services-wide drive will 
be kicked off—the first such in history— 
to “recruit” blood from service men and 
women. The importance of the campaign 
will be stressed by three of the Nation’s 
top military leaders, Generals George C. 
Marshall, Omar N. Bradley and Matthew

works Monday night, 10 Sept., at 8:15 
p.m, (EDT). 

Almost three million pints of whole 
blood are needed within the next ten 
months, and of this total, 1,400,000 pints 
are to be obtained from military men and 
women; a like amount from the civilian 
population. Each of the services will in- 
itiate intensive programs next week, call- 
ing on service personnel to donate blood. 
It was emphasized by an Army spokes- 
man that this same blood may be re- 
turned to the donors at some future time 
on the battlefield in the form of life-sav- 
ing plasma. 

Defense Department officials said that 
those who have been wounded in combat 
and received blood transfusions are the 
first to offer their own blood when they 
are again well and whole. From personal 
experience, they know how important 
such contributions are. Returning this 
week from Korea after his first inspec- 
tion trip, upon assuming the office of the 
Army Surgeon General in July of this 
year, Maj. Gen. George E. Armstrong, 
stated that the record of achievement of 
the Army Medical Service during the 
Korean campaign would not have been 
possible had it not been for the ready 
availability of whole blood and adequate 
stocks of blood plasma. 

At 15 Navy hospitals, 21 Army posts 
and 10 Air Force bases, special blood cen- 
ters will be set up to receive contribu- 
tions from service personnel. In addition, 
at all other posts, camps and stations, 
mobile Red Cross units or service hos- 
pitals will be made ready to receive blood 
donors. 

It only takes a few minutes to give a 
pint of blood. The entire procedure, in- 
cluding paper work, takes thirty minutes 
or more, but the donor is actually on the 
“transfer table” for only seven minutes. 

Watch your unit bulletin board to see 
when and where you can make your 
donation. The seven minutes you spend 
giving a pint of blood may well mean 
years to some other service man or wom- 
an.

and fed sugar water to the mosquitoes 
used in the experiments. 

In addition to his work in the control 
of yellow fever, Major Reed contributed 
heavily to the fight against other dread 
diseases: typhoid fever and diphtheria. 
Reed’s report to the Army Surgeon Gen- 
eral on typhoid fever are said by Army 
medical authorities to be “monumental 
work which will always be of value in 
the investigative medical research of 
typhoid fever.” 

Major Reed’s appearance before the 
District of Columbia Medical Society in 


1895 climaxed his work in the study of 


diphtheria and sounded the death knell 
for the opponents of the use of antitoxins 
in the prevention of diphtheria. 

He was next to become the first bac- 
teriologist of the oldest school of pre- 
ventive medicine in the United States, 
the Army Medical School, now a part of 
the Army Medical Service Graduate 
School at Army Medical Center. 

On 23 Nov. 1902, he died of peritonitis 
at the hospital at Washington Barracks

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Travel Agreements 


The Department of Defense has issued 
a new directive pertaining to Joint Mili- 
tary Passenger Regulations. 

The date of this document is 28 Aug. 
and the Number is 300.06-3. 

The directive stresses that joint mili- 
tary agreements covering rail and water, 
bus, scheduled air, and irregular air 
travel “do not contain any stipulation for 
preferential use of any particular mode 
of commercial transport.” 

The Department’s directive states: 
“When travel orders do not indicate a 
specific mode of commercial transport, 
the officer arranging for passenger trans- 
portation by commercial transport and 
in arriving at a decision with respect to 
the mode of commercial transport to be 
used will observe the provisions detailed 
similarly in all five of the passenger 
agreements with respect to using pas- 
senger transportation which provides 
satisfactory service and meets the mili- 
tarv requirements and is in consonance 
with the National Transportation Policy, 
taking into consideration the reserva- 
tions of the military agencies stated 
therein, as well as service, economy and 
sound traffic judgment.” 

The directive concludes as follows on 
the subject of “Mode Indicated in Travel 


Orders”: 
“Exeent in the case of travel of civilian 


employees and their dependents. when trans- 
nortation by a particular mode of carrier is 
directed by the military commander because 
of renuirements which can be met bv that 
snecific means only, the travel order will 
indieate the required mode as ‘directed when 
available.’ 

“In the non-availability of a directed mode 
of carrier the transnortation officer will 
select the mode which most nearly meets the 
requirements of the military commander. In 
the case of travel of civilian emnlovees and 
their dependents the mode of transvort will 
he in accordance with Civilian Personnel 


Regulations. 

“Otherwise, it is not necessary that travel 
orders authorize any mode of commercial 
carrier for domestic trave! since transporta- 
tion officers may, in exercising their traffic 
management responsibilities. un‘er the rules 
set forth in paragraph 8 (cited above), select 
any mode without authority therefor in the 
travel order, and without pretudice to the 
payment of any travel vouchers. However. 
commercial aircraft wil! not be used in any 
case for transportation of civilian employees 
or their dependents or for dependents of 
military personne! ff the tn4'vi4ual traveler 
(s) is not agreeable to such use.”” 


Funds For Air Power 

A Senate Appropriations Subcommittee 
which has been considering the fiscal 
year 1952 defense budget this week voted 
expenditure of $5 billion more for air- 
power in the next two years and stipu- 
lated that the Air Force should have a 
minimum strength of 95 wings. 

Following a subcommittee meeting, 
Senator Milton R. Young (R-ND) stated 
that testimony concerning “fantastic new 
secret weapons” preceded the decision to 
boost funds for airpower. 

The House, in passing the defense ap- 
propriations bill, approved exnenditure of 
$56 billion for fiscal vear 1952, which be- 
gan on 1 July. The $5 billion to be used 
by both the Air Force and the Navy 
would be in addition to this sum, with 
$500 million to be spent in 1952 and $4.5 
billion in 1953. 

The decision to place a “floor” on Air 
Force strength was made, it was explained 
by Senator Joseph C. O'Mahoney (D- 
Wyo.), subcommittee chairman, hecause 
of the fact “that repeatedly in the past 
when Congress and its committees in- 
dicated a desire for increase in airpower 
that increase did not take place.” 


Single Medical Denot 


The Armed Forces are considering es- 
tablishment of a single medical supply 
depot to serve the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. This was revealed during Senate 
debate this week on the military con- 
struction authorization bill. 

Senator Richard Russell (D-Ga.), chair- 
man of the Armed Services Committee, 
said that establishment of such a depot 
might eliminate a previous Department 
of Defense request for a Navy medical 
depot at Edgewater, N. J. Senator Russell 
said the Department of Defense is now 
surveying all medical supply depots to 
determine if consolidation is feasible. 
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Maj. Gen. Bradley Decorated 


General of the Army Omar N. Bradley, 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
presented the Oak Leaf Cluster to the 
Distinguished Service Medal to Maj. Gen. 
Joseph S. Bradley, USA, former Assistant 
Division Commander of the 2d Division, 
and later Commanding General, 25th Di- 
vision, in a ceremony at the Pentagon- 
on 4 Sept. 

Major General Bradley, now Deputy 
Director, Joint Strategic Plans, Joint 
Staff, Office of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
received the medal for service while with 
the Army’s 2d Division in the defense of 
the Naktong River in Korea, and while 
with the 25th Division in breeching the 
Han River barrier, during the period July 
1950 to June 1951. 

In addition to the Oak Leaf Cluster to 
the Distinguished Service Medal, Major 
General Bradley holds the Distinguished 
Service Cross, the Silver Star with Oak 
Leaf Cluster, the Bronze Star Medal, 
Army Commendation Ribbon, and the 
Combat Infantry Badge. 

Brig. Gen. J. A. Klein, USA, Deputy 
The Adjutant General, read the official 
citation which follows: 

“General Bradley distinguished himself by 
exceptionally meritorious service in positions 
of great responsibility in Korea from 21 July 
1950 to 30 June 1951, as Assistant Division 
Commander, 2d Infantry Division and Com- 
manding General, 25th Infantry Division. 
General Bradley contributed much to the 
military prowess and esprit of the 2d Infan- 
try Division in their sturdy defense of the 
Naktong River, their offensive into North 
Korea, and in the delaying action fought by 
the Division against attacks of the Chinese 
Communist Armies. Appointed Commanding 
General, 25th Infantry Division in February 
1951 he brilliantly led his Division against 
numerically superior hostile forces in the 
successful breeching of the Han River bar- 
rier. While implementing operation ‘Killer.’ 
General Bradley skillfully directed the plan- 
ning and establishment of the impenetrable 
line ‘Golden,’ north of Seoul which, in late 
April, withstood repeated attacks by great 
numbers of the enemy in their determined 
counteroffensive of large scope. Under his 
determined leadership the Division, to which 
other United Nations troops of brigade 
strength were attached, penetrated the ‘Iron 
Triangle’ formed by the cities of Kumwha, 
Pyonggang, and Chorwhon, which had served 
as an enemy build-up area, and by his tac- 
tical skill, inherent tact and diplomacy ob- 
tained the full combat potential from his 
combined command during this extensive op- 
eration. General Bradley's notable achieve- 
ments and sustained devotion to duty reflect 
great credit upon himself and the United 
States Army.”’

Retired ‘I-Am-Alive’ Reports . 


The Army Finance Corps has ended 
the necessity for several thousands per- 
sons to write individual letters to finance 
officers every month stating that they 
are still alive, Maj. Gen. Bickford E. 
Sawyer, Chief of Finance, announced 
this week. 

Those affected are retired Army mem- 
bers who had been having their monthly 
checks made out in favor of third par- 
ties, such as their banks. 

In such cases, it was required that they 
send disbursing officers who mailed the 
checks monthly “reports of existence” to 
prove they were alive. 

Special Regulations 35-1350-1 dated 
Aug. 30, 1951, put the new system into 
effect officially. 

Under the new procedure a retired per- 
son has his monthly check made cut to 
himself. However, the check still may be 
mailed to his bank. The retired person 
provides his bank with a “limited power 
of attorney,” which allows the bank to 
deposit the check. 

The monthly “I am alive” notices still 
are required of retired persons— 

1. When they live in the United States 
but are traveling outside the country. 

2. When they live outside the United 
States and are traveling outside the area 
in which they normally reside. 

3. In cases where a disbursing officer 
decides the notice is necessary to protect 
the government’s interests. 

Retired pay is disbursed by Finance 
Corps offices in Washington, D. C., San 
Juan, Puerto Rico; Honolulu, T. H.; 
Corozal, Canal Zone, and Clarke Air 
Force Base in The Philippines.

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Historical Division 
(Continued from First Page) 
requests for information from the For. 
eign Studies Section alone in the past 
three years; the answers ranged from 
simple replies to comprehensive mono- 
graphs. In seeking this information, the 
general and special staffs are demon- 

strating the utility of history. 

The Office of Military History also is 
consulted by the general staff in con- 
nection with the activation of each ma- 
jor unit. In addition, divisions, regi- 
ments, and battalions throughout the 
Army are furnished statements of line 
age and of battle honors which, by pro- 
viding a basis for esprit de corps, have a 
direct influence on the future. In the 
past year over 1,500 requests for this 
type of information were received. 

Not all of military history is to be 
found in the written word. Paintings and 
other art objects associated with the 
Army’s past are maintained by the Office 
of Military History, and are used in mili- 
tary and civilian exhibits for morale and 
educational purposes. 


The Office of Military History also pro- 
vides the Army with a thorough refer. 
ence service. The annual number of re 
quests received from Department of 
Defense agencies for such service in- 
creased from 5,000 in 1949, to 7,000 in 
1950. In addition, the Office of Military 
History is preparing a one-volume narra- 
tive history of World War I, and a five 
volume history of the Korean conflict. 

The Office of the Chief of Military 
History became a member of the U. S. 
Army Special Staff on 17 Nov. 1945. It 
is one of the youngest agencies of the 
Department of the Army. 

Its origins can be traced back to a 
small historical section assigned to the 
War Plans Division of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff in 1918, although the 
Army in one way or another had engaged 
in various historical activities much 
earlier. (For example, Army officers on 
their own initiative were writing cam- 
paign histories all during the last cen- 
tury. The Army itself published the 
Union and Confederate Armies’ official 
records, which have been called “one 
of the foremost contributions of the 
federal government to American his 
tory.” In addition, the Army conducted 
lectures on military history at Ft 
Leavenworth in the early part of the 
century, and in 1917 set up a historical 
section at General Headquarters of 
the American Expeditionary Force in 
France.) 

In 1921, the historical section was 
separated from the General Staff and 
made a part of the Army War College. 
whose teachings emphasized how 48 
knowledge of the past could be used in 
the future. 

During World War II, a historical 
branch again cropped up in the Genera] 
Staff, this time as part of the Military 
Intelligence Division of the War Depart- 
ment. It was from this branch that the 
Historical Division, later called the 
Office of the Chief of Military History, 
emerged in Nov. 1945 as a member of the 
Special Staff, with the general mission 
of preparing plans and policies for 
Army historical activities, and directing 
and supervising them. Meanwhile, the 
small historical section functioning at 
the Army War College was consolidated 
with the Historical Division, bringing all

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
historical work under one control. 

In all these assignments—with the 
War Plans Division, the Army War Col- 
lege, the Military Intelligence Division, 
and now as an organic member of the 
Department of the Army Special Staff— 
there was one notable consistency, that 
of keeping historical activities close to 
centers of high-level planning or instruc- 
tion. In the General Staff, the essence 
of a good study has been the wisdom em- 
bodied in it as a result of careful refer- 
ences to recorded experience. 

Winston Churchill has invited atten- 
tion to the unfairness of the criticism 
that military history has not been 
studied sufficiently, pointing out quite 
persuasively that little military history 
has ever been published. 

Until four years ago, no official narra- 
tive account of U. S. military operations 
had ever been published during our his- 
tory. The post-World War I historical 
section compiled numerous studies; how- 
ever, not only did these studies remain 
unpublished, but little use was made of 
them until the nation was engulfed in 
World War II. By the time of our sec- 
ond year in World War II the call for 
these studies had become overwhelming. 

Between the two World Wars, this 
small historical section began the com- 
pilation of a documentary history of 
World War I, but its labors were inter- 
rupted so frequently by cutbacks that 
only after World War II did the Army 
publish the 17-volume documentary his- 
tory of the First World War. By con- 
trast, some European nations had pub- 
lished —and were studying—some of 
their World War Army histories before 
the outbreak of World War II. 

The present Office of Military History 
began to take shape during World War 
fl. Beginning in 1943, historical officers 
were assigned to major commands 
throughout the Army. By the end of the 
war a sizable network was functioning. 
The job of these historical officers was, 
In general, to secure by interview with 
combatants the material that would 
flesh out the skeletal staff journals and, 
as specialists, to advise those who main- 
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tained the official records, as to accuracy. 
Tons of documents were collected and 
are now being utilized in the preparation 
of a comprehensive history, which in- 
cludes such volumes as Okimawa: The 
Last Battle, and The Lorraine Campaign. 


To produce these volumes professional 
historians—some of whom had been com- 
bat historians—work from available 
documentary evidence, including records 
of combat interviews. Whenever the evi- 
dence appears insufficient, clarification is 
sought by interviews with participants— 
American, Allied, and enemy. Manu- 
scripts, when completed, are submitted 
to key participants for comment. Thus, 
gaps in the evidence are being bridged 
and the resulting narratives benefit 
accordingly. 

Target date for the completion of all 





manuscripts in The U. 8. Army in World 
War II is 1953. When published, this 
history will represent the first narrative 
and official history of the U. S. Army in 
war. Its publication will permit the 
study of military history by both the 
professional and non-professional soldier, 
that has not heretofore been possible. 


The scientific study of history is a dis- 
ciplining force. It furnishes us with a 
rational basis to support our strategic 
and tactical thinking. It cautions us not 
to accept our limited personal experi- 
ences as doctrine. It compels us to weigh 
our own experiences with those of others, 
and to learn what the preponderant ex- 
periences are, and then to study them. 
For to cut the bridges back to the past 
is to step into an unknown future not 
with plans but with guesses, and make 
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future military operations not a science 

but an adventure or experiment. 

As this country grows in age and in 
experience, and as its history is written, 
we have a means by which we can ex- 
amine our own past, as well as the past 
of other countries. In our role of world 
leadership, we would do well to remem- 
ber the words of Ardant du Picq that 
“experience is long and life is short,” and 
that “the experiences of each cannot 
therefore be completed except by those 
of others.” Reflection on these words can 
best prepare us as a nation, as indi- 
viduals, and as a military service for the 
future, for, as inscribed on the Archives - 
Building in Washington, “Past is Pro- 
logue.” 
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The fact is we’ve been too busy for words 
...and have been ever since those critical 
days of World War II when we pro- 
duced tons and tons of radio and elec- 
tronic equipment for the armed forces.

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Observes 40th Anniversary 


The oldest U. S. Naval air installation 
celebrated its fortieth anniversary on 7 
Sept., at Annapolis, Md. 

Now known as the Naval Air Facility, 
the Naval Aviation Camp, Greenbury 
Point, Annapolis, was established on 7 
Sept. 1911, after the first successful flight 
from the Naval Academy’s Farragut Field 
in a hastily assembled Wright biplane. 
The plane, arriving in crates from Day- 
ton, Ohio, was assembled in Dahlgren 
Hall by a make-shift crew. A group of 
plebes assisted in the takeoff after a short 
warm-up period for the noisy engine. The 
plane stayed in the air approximately 15 
minutes. The pilot on that memorable 
occasion was Lt. John Rodgers, USN, one 
of the pioneers of Naval Aviation. 


During the lean years of naval avia- 
tion, the Air Camp at Annapolis was the 
focal point of many successful experi- 
ments. The first successful:plane launched 
from a catapult was accomplished from 
the Academy’s Santee Dock using a dis- 
carded torpedo tube and compressed air. 

The Naval Air Facility at Annapolis is 
the only aviation installation that oper- 
ates from the water only. There are no 
provisions for landbased aircraft. The 
unit occupies 16.45 acres, has 4,155 square 
yards of concrete in taxi-areas, hangar 
deck, apron and ramps.

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Marine Corps Growth 


When and if the bill now before Con- 
gress to create a 400,000-man Marine 
Corps becomes law, the Marines will 
have a force 500 times as big as the first 
Corps of Marines, and the Marine Com- 
mandant will have progressed from a top 
rank of major to that of a full general 
on the nation’s top military planning 
staff. 

Although two battalions of Conti- 
nental Marines were organized during 
the Revolutionary War, the first Con- 
gressional authorization for a Corps of 
Marines did not come until July 1798. 
At that time, Congress provided for a 
force of 33 officers (the highest of which 
was a major), 816 enlisted men (includ- 
ing 48 sergeants), and 32 drums and fifes. 

From this humble beginning, the Corps 
advanced almost steadily for the next 
160 years, reaching a peak in that period 
of 75,000 during World War I, but drop- 
ping back to a force of about 13,000 in 
the early 1930’s. It was not until World 
War II that the Marines expanded so 
greatly—hitting an all-time high of more 
than half a million men. By the spring 
of 1950, however, after the general 
sloughing off of personnel in the wake 
of the Japanese surrender, the Corps had 
been reduced to 74,000. This figure, 
though small when compared to the 
1946 strength, was still almost four times 
the size of the pre-war Marine Corps. 

In July 1950, with the development of 
the Korean crisis, Marine strength once 
more began to climb (currently it is 
pushing 200,000), and so rapid was the 
Corps’ recall of Reservists and its activa- 
tion of units previously shelved that it 
soon exceeded the percentage allowance 
accorded it by the Navy. Traditionally, 
Marine strength rests at not more than 
twenty per cent of Navy strength; at 
present it is better than twenty-four per 
cent. 

During the same period of Marine 
growth, the rank of the Marine Com- 
mandant has also undergone marked 
change. Initially, Congress provided 
that the top-ranking Marine officer 
should be a major, but the first comman- 
dant, William Ward Burrows—although 
he began his career in the lower field 
grade—achieved the rank of lieutenant 
colonel before he ended his tour of duty 
in March 1804. 

Field grade officers who served as com- 
mandants were called major-comman- 
dant, lieutenant colonel-commandant, 
and so forth—the rank always a part 
of the title. The first officer to be given 
general officer rank was Archibald 
Henderson (Commandant from 1820- 
1859), who served as head of the Marine 
Corps in the rank of brigadier general 
(brevet). Two of the next three com- 
mandants served as colonels and one as 
a brigadier general. 

It was not until the twentieth century 
that the job of Marine Commandant 
came to carry two-star rank. Col. 
Charles Heywood, who was named to 
head the Marine Corps in 1891, was ele 
vated to major general before his tour 
ended in 1903. The next seven comman- 
dants served in that rank, and a third 
star was added during the term of Lt. 
Gen. Thomas Holcomb (1936-1944). 

World War II brought four-star rank 
for the Commandant and General Alex- 
ander A. Vandegrift (Jan. 1944 to Dec. 
1947), was the first officer to be so pro- 
moted. His successor, General Clifton B. 
Cates, the present Commandant, also 
holds that rank. In addition, if the Vin- 
son bill becomes law before next Janu- 
ary, General Cates will be the first Ma- 
rine to become a member of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

Congressional regard for the Marine 
Corps has been relatively high at almost 
every period in its history, and constant 
movements have been agitated in both 
the House and Senate to give the Ma- 
rines greater stature. 

After World War I, when appropria- 
tions for the other services were heavily 
cut, the Marine Corps received compara- 
tively liberal grants, partly because of 
the sympathetic attitude of the senior 
member of the old House Naval Affairs 
Committee, Representative Thomas But- 
ler, father of Marine Maj. Gen. Smedley 
D. Butler. 

Currently, the Corps has a notable list 
of friends in both houses, many of them 
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Marine Cerps Growth

ex-Marines. Chief among the Corps’ 
echampions are Chairman Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga.), of the House Armed Services 
Committee and author of the present ex- 
pansion bill, and Senator Paul Douglas 
(D-Ill.), a former Marine who has fought 
for a similar measure in the Senate. Both 
are staunch supporters of the Corps and, 
together with Representative Mike 
Mansfield (D-Mont.), also a former Ma- 
rine, have charged into the thick of 
Congressional battles on behalf of the 
Leathernecks. 

In all, the House and Senate have 12 
members who are former Marines. In 
addition to Senator Douglas and Repre- 
sentative Mansfield, they are: Repre- 
sentatives Francis Case (R-S. D.), James 
C. Davis (D-Ga.), Walter K. Granger (D- 
Utah), Paul B. Dague (R-Pa.), James 
P. S. Devereux (R-Md.), Donald Jackson 
(R-Calif.), James T. Patterson (R- 
Conn.), and Clark W. Thompson (D- 
Tex.); Senators George A. Smathers 
(D-Fla.), and Joseph R. McCarthy (R- 
Wisc.). 

Chief opposition to the Marine expan- 
sion bill has come from within the De- 
partment of Defense with the Defense 
Secretary and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
declaring that the size of the Corps 
should be geared to the strength of the 
Navy, that it must be more flexible than 
the new law would make it, and that 
the contemplated size would be duplica- 
tive of and competitive with the other 
services. The House committee tersely 
rebutted these objections in its report 
on the bill. 

It is generally accepted that the House 
will approve the bill, which already has 
been passed by the Senate. Some ob- 
servers feel that the House committee 
amendment which would make the Com- 
mandant a member of the Joint Chiefs 
(above the objections of the Joint Chiefs 
themselves) will be modified, but that 
otherwise the bill will be passed much 
in its present form. 

Whether, if passed, it will receive the 
signature of the President has also been 
debated. Mr. Truman, an ex-Army offi- 
cer, is charged with a somewhat antag- 
onistic attitude toward the Marines. 
However, after his recent name-calling 
tilt with the Corps—for which he later 
apologized—it is believed that public 
sentiment will force him to sign the 
measure if it reaches his desk. Should 
he choose to veto the bill, there is con- 
siderable evidence that such action 
would be over-ridden.

A retired Army brigadier general and 
a retired Naval captain are among stu- 
dents who have been accepted for ad- 
mission to the fall class at the American 
Institute for Foreign Trade, Thunderbird 
Field, Phoenix, Ariz.

Brig. Gen. Wyburn D. Brown, USA-

Capt. George T. Boldizar, USN-Ret. 
was retired in 1947. He has made his home 
in Alameda, Calif. 

Both Mrs. Brown and Mrs. Boldizar 
plan to be with their husbands at the 
school. 

The American Institute for Foreign 
Trade was founded in 1946 by the late 
Lt. Gen. Barton Kyle Yount, wartime 
head of the U.S. Air Force Training Com- 
mand. General Yount served as president 
of the school until his death in 1949. 

The school offers an intensive one-year 
training course which includes study of 
foreign areas, languages, and business ad- 
ministration on an executive level. 

A special feature of the course is that 
wives are permitted to take the training 
in languages and area work with no ad- 
ditional tuition charge so that they, too, 
can be prepared for overseas living. 
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Services and Colleges 

As campuses were reopening around 
the nation, universities and colleges 
noted expanded programs of cooperation 
with the Armed Forces in conducting 
research, training military personnel and 
preparing students for probable military 
service. 

In Washington, D. C., officials of 
George Washington University, which 
opens for its 13lst academic year on 1 
Oct., told this week of plans for assist- 
ance to the Armed Forces. The activities 
at GWU are typical of the picture at 
scores of colleges and universities. 

Integrated into the GWU fall program 
will be five projects which are being de- 
veloped in cooperation with each of the 
Armed Services. 


The Air Force Management Training 
program has been in operation since the 
beginning of the summer. It includes six 
weeks training for over 400 Air Force 
officers. 

The Air Force also will initiate its Re- 
serve Officers training program at GWU 
next month. This training corps, for full- 
time male students will be directed by 
Col. Walter G. Bryte, jr., USAF. 

In a third project, the Army has cen- 
tered at the University its Human Re- 
sources Research program, under the 
direction of Dr. Meredith P. Crawford. 
This office will conduct scientific research 
in training methods, motive and morale 


problems, and psychological warfare 
techniques. 
The Navy, through a Logistics Re 
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search Project, is studying the applica- 
tion of modern data handling techniques 
and equipment to Navy planning prob 
lems. A staff of 30 is now studying fleet 
supply problems, using the first of sew 
eral contemplated automatic computing 
and data handling machines installed at 
George Washington. 

In cooperation with the U. S. Naval 
Postgraduate School at Annapolis, Md, 
George Washington will begin a comp- 
trollership training program for naval 
officers. 

These programs are similar to im 
portant research projects in which the 
University took part in World War IL.

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School of Aviation Medicine 


For the first time within memory, first 
lieutenants are having to take a back 
seat, numerically speaking, among stu- 
dent officer personnel at the Air Force 
School of Aviation Medicine, Randolph 
AFB, Tex. 

This came to light as the roster of Avia- 
tion Medical Examiner class 51-F was 
completed, which showed 25 captains and 
only 23 first lieutenants. Usually first 
lieutenants outnumber all other ranks 
combined. The remaining 14 members of 
the class include one colonel, four lieu- 
tenant colonels and nine majors. The lone 
colonel is James W. Humphreys, jr., who 
by virtue of his rank is president of the 
new class. 

As Aviation Medical Examiner stu- 
dents, the doctor-officers will be trained 
in medical techniques peculiar to flight, 
with their primary mission, after gradua- 
tion, being to conduct physical examina- 
tions for flying. They will graduate on 
6 Oct., and following satisfactory comple- 
tion of a three-month preceptorship in 
the field the graduates will acquire their 
AME ratings. During this preceptorship 
each student must log 25 hours’ flying 
time in military aircraft and conduct 
50 physical examinations for flying. 

In the absence of Brig. Gen. Otis O. 
Benson, jr.. Commandant of the aero- 
medical school, the students were wel- 
comed in a brief ceremony by Col. Fred- 
erick J. Frese, jr., Deputy Commandant.

Presentation by the Philco Corporation 
of a radio phonograph console and erec- 
tion of a bronze door plaque climaxed 
months of work by personnel of McGuire 
AFB, Trenton, N. J., on a “Tommy Mc- 
Guire Memorial” apartment which will 
keep alive the memory of one of World 
War II’s leading aces in the Pacific 
theatre. 

Namesake of this air base and winner 
of the Congressional Medal of Honor, 
Maj. Thomas B. McGuire was killed in 
action over Los Negros Island in 1945, 

The new apartment contains compre- 
hensive data and pictures on Tommy Mc- 
Guire. Life Magazine contributed pic- 
tures they used in their war issues on 
Pacific air battles such as the ones in 
which Tommy McGuire chalked up 32 
kills of Jap planes. Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation furnished large framed pho- 
tographs of the P-38 Lightning that Mc- 
Guire helped make famous. 

The 3 room apartment, furnished with- 
out the use of Air Force appropriated 
funds, will be used as guest RON quar- 
ters. A hand-worked, leather covered 
scrapbook contains a record of Tommy 
McGuire. 

Col. Ernest H. Beverly, Commanding 
Officer of the 52d Fighter-Interceptor 
Wing here, at a Philco banquet marking 
the completion of the memorial apart- 
ment, thanked various civilian and mili- 
tary organizations as well as McGuire 
personnel for the generous support 
which made the project possible.

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Dependent Travel vs. 
Short Tours—AF Problem 


Air Force officials have told Congress 
that because of the critical housing 
shortage overseas the question is now 
being debated whether to permit perma- 
nent party personnel at remote bases 
overseas to take dependents or be given 
short tours of duty and more rapid rota- 
tion. 

This was brought out during testimony 
on the military construction bill. Hear- 
ings were made public this week. 

Revealed by Air Force witnesses is the 
disturbing fact that the Air Force will 
have a deficit of 113,292 family quarter 
facilities after counting the meager 751 
units slated for construction in the U. S. 
under the new bill. 

Under Secretary John A. McCone said 
that a reduction in the tour of duty at 
overseas bases where housing is in such 
short supply would relieve the morale 
problem. However, it enormously com- 
plicates the operating problem, he added, 
“because it takes some considerable time 
for a man to get his feet on the ground 
to become useful as part of the perma- 
nent party at the base. 

“IT think that we are going to have to 
provide in one way or another some sub- 
stantial amount of housing, dependent 
housing, overseas if we are to have these 
units, these bases operational.” 

The staggering Air Force housing 
shortage was broken down as follows: 
The requirement for family housing in 
the continental U. S. for personnel en- 
titled to quarters under the 95-wing pro- 
gram is 159,725. The Air Force has 5,414 
sets of permanent 25-year life quar- 
ters; 11,197 temporary sets and 29,071 sets 
of Wherry housing under construction 
or design. 

This totals 45,000 units. The deficit is 
114,000 units. The construction bill pro- 
vides 751 units. 

During testimony on the bill, Secretary 
of the Air Force Thomas K. Finletter 
said “the base structure is the weakest 
of the three pillars of the Air Force. By 
the three pillars,” he explained, “I mean 
the machines which we fly, the men who 
fly them and the bases from and to which 
these machines fly.” 

Secretary Finletter describes how the 
base structure of the Air Force is inade- 
quate as to major respects. He said: 

“First, it is not adequate to carry on the 
operations of the Air Force. By this I mean 
that the strategic air, the air defense and 
tactical air functions are not properly sup- 
ported in the base structure in the form of 
runways, high speed refueling, hangars and 
the other operational features that must be 
there if the Air Force is going to be able to 


“Second, the Air Force is badly behind in 
Its support facilities and in particular in its 
family and troops housing and other living 
facilities. The living conditions are definitely 
very far behind the status of our operational 
facilities. The Air Force has been in exist- 
ence a very short period of time and we do 
not have the benefits of a base structure de- 
veloped over a period of 150 years. In short, 
we must build our base structure from 
scratch. Military necessity dictated that we 
first construct our operational facilities. Al- 
though we have not reached our goal in this 
respect, I fee] that the matter of dependents’ 
housing is one which warrants expenditures 
of funds to a far greater extent than is con- 
templated in this bill. The requested family 
housing authorization in this bill for conti- 
nental United States is designed primarily 
to accommodate a few of the key personnel 
who, due to the nature of their responsibil- 
ities, are required to be available on the base 
at all times. 

“I have read with great interest the report 
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of the Preparedness Subcommi ttee on sub 
standard housing and rent gouging of mili- 
tary personnel. Even before the end of the 
war, we recognized that the lack of family 
housing would become the greatest single de- 
terrent to the retention in the service of com- 
bat-trained skilled specialists. All studies con- 
cerning the retention of permanent bases 
took this into account and all surveys for re- 
activation and expansjon of bases in the cur- | 
rent program give consideration to this fac- | 
tor. We have been continuously aware of | 
the serious morale factor created by inade H 
quate family housing and the direct result of | 


such conditions upon troop efficiency. In the | 
selection of installations for reactivation or 
expansion, we have considered as a major | 


criterion the availability of satisfactory de- 
pendents’ housing and have endeavored to | 
obtain commitments from local officials guar- 
anteeing that an adequate number of livable 
housing units would be available for dependa- 
ents.

Honor System Weathers Scandal. The de- 
tailed and complete report made this week by 
West Point Superintendent, Maj. Gen. F. A. Irv- 
ing, on the cheating scandal at the U. S. Military 
Academy explains the seriousness of the offenses 
at the Academy and the necessity for the drastic 
action taken. Instead of the playful cribbing 
which some critics claimed was the only fault,. 
the investigation revealed a “planned conspiracy” 
by an “organized cheating ring.’’ That it had to 
be rooted out completely and finally for the 
preservation of the high principles for which the 
Academy stands, no one viewing the facts as now 
revealed can deny. The honor system has been 
preserved intact, General Irving reported, and the 
Academy is prepared to make any changes that 
might be recommended by the President’s board 
on athletics, by the Board of Visitors, or any 
other official inquires. “The crisis has passed,” 
said General Irving, “but the lesson will be re- 
membered.” 


It is inevitable that the Academy authorities 
will be criticized for withholding from the public 
for so long the full facts in this unsavory case. 
Had the circumstances been known earlier much 
adverse criticism and publicity would have been 
avoided. It might even have forestalled the kanga- 
roo court proceedings by which the Committee 
on Justice of the New York Criminal and Civil 
Courts Bar Association got such national cov- 
erage by press, radio, television, and newsreel. 
However, it must be remembered that General 
Irving was deeply concerned that innocent cadets 
be protected from involvement and that the guilty 
ones be given as little publicity as possible so that 
they might have another opportunity elsewhere. 
Then, too, as his‘letter to the President of the 
Association of Graduates reveals, the final steps 
in the investigation and the removal of those in- 
volved are just now being completed.

Hampering the Use of Manpower. So com- 
plex and involved is the maze of laws hemming in 
the activities of retired officers of the Armed 
Forces, that the Navy Department takes the atti- 
tude it will do nothing to help an individual retired 
officer determine whether he may legally accept 
any certain specific employment. After all, the 
Department says in effect, that’s the individual 
officer’s problem and the Government is not con- 
cerned unless he does something illegal. 

“The obvious course,”’ the Navy. Department’s 
policy states, “for any retired officer called upon 
to determine that question is to seek the advice of 
private counsel, since it is one strictly of private 
concern and in no sense of public interest.” 

Both the Department of Defense and the Com- 
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mittee of Congress should concern themselves in 
this problem. It is of genuine public interest when 
many qualified administrators and technical men 
carried on the retired lists of the various armed 
services are unable to help their government or 
the firms contributing to the Nation’s defense, 
because of this maze of antiquated laws.

To Colonel in Nine Years 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Reference is made to your issue of 25 August, where- 
in you published lists of Air Force promotions to Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and Colonel. Upon review of the names 
listed therein I noticed the name of an officer promoted 
to Colonel with nine years’ commissioned service. That, 
to me, is a rip-roaring and whole-hearted example of 
the inequalities of the Air Force system of promotion. 
I use the word system loosely as the definition says 
“an assemblage or combination of things or parts form- 
ing a complex or unitary whole.” The particular officer 
referred to graduated from fiight school in August 
of 1942, made Lieutenant Colonel in January 1945 and 
Colonel in August 1951. 

According to the Officer Personnel Act of 1947 he is 
about 18 years ahead of schedule. He should be two 
years in grade as permanent Captain. It might be said 
that his wartime promotions were acquired by being 
at the “right place at the right time” or it might be 
said “at the right place when the casualty rate dic- 
tated that the necessity for promotion be “issue 

My own question is: “Is he qualified to be a Colonel; 
or is it that the other premature Colonels are writing 
all the efficiency reports these days?” I am well sure 
that Air Force Headquarters can’t state a good clear 
cut policy as to why they select these officers for pro- 
motions to such high commissions with such little time 
in any grade.

The recent promotions throughout the various grades 
seems to have induced much comment on the present 
sysem of efficiency reports and the methods whereby 
an efficient but unpopular officer can be scuttled and an 
average but popular officer can be promoted over the 
head of the unpopular senior. I have in mind the case 
of an officer who for five years received only the high- 
est of reports. A conflict of personality, with a superior 
in which the junior was upheld by higher authority 
induced a slightly marked down report. The next two 
reports were rendered by friends of the senior who 
apparently saw to it that assignments were juggled so 
that a new rating officer appeared each time the reports 
were due causing the rated officer to be passed over now 
and he is probably a subject for early elimination.

though they have never been referred to him as ad- 
verse and in most cases he is blissfully unaware until 
he is passed over. 

On the other hand, a younger officer who has two 
years in grade can be promoted upon recommendation 
within the five per cent rule. If he has very high ratings 
he has still proved nothing that the five year man has 
not proved for twice as long a period. Yet the junior is 
promoted over the head of the senior who has fallen 
into disfavor. 

Yet, in fairness to all concerned, would it not be right 
to promote all officers who have demonstrated their 
abilities for three years to the satisfaction of various 
superiors? This would eliminate cases such as cited in 
the first paragraph and it would be a tremendous 
boost to the morale of all military personnel.

Promotion Credits 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

In view of the numerous letters which have been 
published regarding inequities in the rank structure 
in the Air Force, I would like to call your attention 
to the following gross inequity which appears in the 
rank of Regular Army and Air Force officers, in that 
officers accepting Regular commissions after 31 Dec. 
1947 by virtue of 10 U.S. Code, Section 506C, subdivi- 
sion “c” are given no service or promotion credit for 
active military war service in any of the armed forces 
prior to 31 Dec. 1947, nor are they given service or 
promotion credits based on their age or experience. 

It should be noted that 10 U.S. Code, Section 505C, 
effective up to 31 Dec. 1947, gave service and promo- 
tion credit for active military service, inactive Reserve 
service and age over 25. Under this provision, numer- 
ous officers were appointed, getting such service and 
promotion credits. 

The inequity appears in that a person 35 years old, 
who accepted a commission in Dec. 1947 is now a 
lieutenant colonel or a colonel, whereas, the same 
person, who accepted a commission any time after 

31 Dec. 1947, is only a first lieutenant with no chance 
of even being considered for the rank of lieutenant 
colonel for at least eighteen years. 

Furthermore, the same inequity appears when these 
two hypothetical officers (though very real to numer- 
ous officers) retire because there is again the same 
distinction made by virtue of 10 U.S. Code, Section 
941A, subdivision (b)(1), (2), and (3), as well as sub- 
division (e)(1), (2), and (3), to which your attention

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FOREIGN AFFAIRS 

RESIDENT Truman this week opened the San Francisco conference for the sign- 
Pine of the Japanese peace treaty with an address in which he declared that those 
nations willing to sign the new treaty were “believers in peace,” leaving the pointed 
inference that if the Communist nations failed to sign the pact they would be re- 
garded as non-believers. The peace treaty was to be the test of the sincerity of 
professions of peace. Steps were taken to accelerate proceedings at the conference, 
despite the avowed purpose of the Soviet delegation, headed by Russian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko, to prevent early action on the treaty. 

Under the chairmanship of Secretary of State Dean Acheson the early sessions 
of the conference proceeded smoothly and all efforts of the Russian delegation, with 
the support of Poland and Czechoslovakia, to disrupt or delay the proceedings were 
thwarted. Proposals of Russia to amend the order of business and to invite Red 
China to the conference were overwhelmingly voted down, usually by a vote of 
48 to 3. Mr. Gromyko proposed 13 amendments to the treaty, including provisions 
for withdrawal of American troops from Japan, for turning Formosa over to Red 
China, and for rigid limitation of Japanese rearmament. His support at the con- 
ference was confined to the puppet states of Poland and Czechoslovakia. 

Mr. Gromyko angrily denounced the treaty as “an aggressive military alliance 
with the United States,” and declared it was a “preparation for a new war in the 
Far East.” However, he was followed to the platform by representatives of a score of 
other countries, nearly all of whom warmly praised the document as an instrument 
of international peace. 

In his opening address to the conference President Truman praised Japan for 
her impressive effort to fulfill all of the surrender terms. The Japanese, he said, had 
co-operated fully in carrying out all the purposes of the occupation, “under the 
outstanding leadership of General of the Army MacArthur, and his successor, Gen- 
eral Matthew Ridgway.” However, the President reminded the Japanese that the 
United States had not forgotten Pearl Harbor and Bataan, and that other nations 
also had “similar memories that will not easily be erased.” He said that Japan would 
“have to keep on working to win the friendship and trust of other peoples over 
the years to come.” 

The President characterized the obligations of Japan to co-operate fully with 
the United Nations as the “heart of the treaty.” He said that the treaty expresses 
Japan’s intention to apply for membership in the United Nations, and that the other 
nations signing the treaty can be counted on to work for admission of Japan to 
membership. However, he pointed out, there may be delays, but under the treaty 
the Japanese people bind themselves to accept immediately the basic obligations 
ef membership—to refrain from aggression, to settle disputes peacefully, to support 
the efforts of the United Nations to maintain peace. At the same time the other 
signers specifically recognize that Japan is entitled to the protection of the United 
Nations charter. Under these provisions, the President said, Japan “becomes a part 
of the community of nations pledged to outlaw aggression, and to support a world 
based on justice.” 

Continuing, the President outlined the efforts to bulwark Pacific security through 
treaties negotiated by the United States with Australia and New Zealand, and with 
the Philippines. Japan, he said, should also be included in appropriate regional se- 
curity arrangements for her own protection and that of other countries. Under a 
proposed bilateral treaty requested by Japan, he said, American armed forces would 
be maintained in that country for the time being, as a contribution to international 
peace, and for the defense of Japan. 


» PRESIDENT TRUMAN in his address referred briefly to the importance of peace 
in Korea. With the Japanese treaty concluded and with the people of Korea free 
and united, he suggested that ways could be found for settling other pressing 
problems in the Pacific which now threaten peace. He said there are many estab- 
lished ways in which solutions to these problems could be sought, but he forestalled 
Russian efforts to make the present conference all-inclusive, by making it clear that 
{t was not the proper forum for such discussions. 

It is understoed that immediately following the San Francisco conference Japa- 
uese Prime Minister Shigeru Yoshida will go to Washington to sign the proposed 
bilateral agreement referred to by the President, which will be similar to those 
concluded with Australia and New Zealand, and with the Philippines. These are 
essentially mutual sectrity pacts to prevent “outright aggression in the Pacific,” 
and “the threat of further armed attack.” It is reported that Premier Yoshida has 
given the United States written assurance that Japan will seek a separate peace 
treaty with nationalist China, and will reject any proposal for reconciliation with 
the Chinese Communists. 

A specific promise by Japan not to recognize the Red regime of Communist 
China would go far toward satisfying many Congressional critics of the Japanese 
treaty and facilitate ratification. The fear had been freely expressed in Congress 
that if complete sovereignty is restored to Japan the way might be opened for that 
country to initiate a policy of appeasing the Chinese Reds. Considerable opposition 
to ratification by the Senate is certain to develop, but sufficient support for final 
approval is believed to be assured. 

Prior to addressing the Japanese peace conference the President spoke ex- 
temporaneously at a political gathering in San Francisco, at which he said that 
the United States now has under construction new and fantastic weapons which 
in an all-out war could “wipe out civilization.” The President did not identify the wea- 
pons, but indicated that they included “not only the one we all fear the most”— 
presumably either the atom bomb or the hydrogen bomb—“but there are some 
weapons which are fantastic in their operation.” He said that it was the duty of 
all citizens irrespective of party to do everything possible “to prevent all-out war.” 


& THE SUSPENSION OF KOREAN armistice negotiations, which showed no sign 
of resumption this week, may be directly related to the Communist opposition at 
San Francisco to the Japanese peace treaty. The Red tactic of inventing pretexts 
for stalling truce talks may well have been employed to assist Gromyko in his at- 
tempts to delay the consummation of the peace treaty at San Francisco. Dimming 
hope of any success at the Kaesong conference might be seized upon by the Com- 
munist delegates at San Francisco as a more or less plausible reason for broadening 
the scope of the California conference to include Korea and other Far East prob- 
lems, and thus delay the signing of the Japanese treaty. 

General Matthew Ridgway, USA, Commander-in-Chief of the United Nations 
forces, this week proposed that the armistice conference be moved to some other 
location. In a sharp note General Ridgway accused the Communist commanders of 
“constant deceit and treachery” in manufacturing incidents for “false and malev- 
alent” charges against the Allies, “without the slightest basis in fact.” He said that 
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further use of the Kaesong conference site would inevitably result in further in- 
terruptions and delays. He suggested, therefore, that if the Communists wish to lift 
the suspension of armistice negotiations the liaison officers of both sides should 
meet to consider a new site where negotiations could continue without interruption. 














Separations Shatter Families—cCongressional testimony on the military 
construction bill, made available this week, discloses the report of an Army officer 
that “something like 50 per cent of the families break up” when they have been 
separated for periods of three years. 

This was stated by Maj. Gen. William O. Reeder, USA, who emphasized to 
Senators the need for adequate housing facilities in such remote and austere 
areas as Okinawa. 

Senator Stennis (D-Miss.), challenged the wisdom of an authorization request 
—actual funds were not asked—for family housing units on Okinawa. He said: “I 
think the Army in the old days used to boast of its barracks life and hard muscles, 
stiff backbone.” Senator Hunt (D-Wyo.), suggested that “we had a professional 
Army then... a different type of Army.” 

Senator Stennis responded: “Yes, I know. We have got to go back to it. . 
I do not think we can support a soft Army.” 

General Reeder interjected into the discussion the wry comment that “the 
ideal army would be one of celibates with no identifiable parents.” Then, the hear- 
ing continued thusly: 

Senator Stennis. “THat is all right, we laugh these things off, but we are fast 
approaching the day when we will not laugh them off any longer. No, sir, our 
taxpayers are not going to laugh them off, and as Senator Long says, we cannot 
carry a program indefinitely of such high standard of living and $2,400 per unit to 
build a man a place to stay, just a young soldier in the Army, we cannot continue 
to carry those loads, I am convinced of that.” 

General Reeder. “Well, you have the alternative if you separate a married man 
from his family for a year, a certain percentage of families break up. * * * “As 
you separate a man from his family for a year you break up a certain number of 
families. When you separate them for three years something like 50 per cent of 
the families break up.” 

During hearings on the Air Force section of the construction bill, Senator 
Stennis said: “It looks to me as if we are trying to carry American standards of 
living all over the world for our servicemen. I am interested in them and concerned 
about them,” he continued, “and I want them to have the best, but I do not believe 
we should let them take their families all over the world, desirable as that may be.” 

Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. Finletter, responding to Senator Stennis’ 
comments, stressed that the Air Force has been worried enormously about the prob- 
lem of dependents overseas. But, remarked Secretary Finletter, “we are not re- 
motely near carrying American standards of living to the airmen and officers of 
the Air Force who are outside Washington, D. C., or even in the suburbs; but, any- 
how, when we get out into the areas, some of these places are terrible.” 

Under Secretary of the Air Force John A. McCone said that in wartime it is 
possible to call upon men in the Services to make great family sacrifices, but he 
added that “it may be just impossible to maintain that proper morale and spirit 
in a military organization unless we make some provisions for preserving some 
continuity of family life.” 

Secretary Finletter remarked that “we are going in for a huge military estab- 
lishment in time of peace in order to prevent a war. I do think the question of fair- 
ness, quite apart from these questions of military efficiency and social questions, 
such as the divorce rate and so forth—there is a question of what is fair to ask 
these people to do. It is quite clear,” he said, “that you can ask men to do anything 
when their country is actually engaged in war, but in a gray period like this, I 
think it is more doubtful.” 

Concluding this topic, Senator Stennis said: “It poses a very serious matter. I 
de not have any answer to it, but 1 think we are just overshooting our mark, as 
T see it, letting the budget run up here like we are, the military budget.” 


VIP Pilot “Grounded” —Maj. Charles M. Mills, who has piloted VIP‘s on 
trips all over the world, exchanged a cockpit for a desk recently when he was 
assigned to duty as Headquarters Squadron Commandant of the Air Training Com- 
mand at Scott AFB, Ill. Major Mills’ assignment was announced by Lt. Gen. Robert 
W. Harper, USAF, commanding general of the ATRC, whom Major Mills has piloted 
for the past two years. The new commandant succeeds Major I. T. Westmoreland, 
who recently was assigned to Randolph AFB, Tex., as executive officer. 

Major Mills has piloted many of the world’s dignitaries and statesmen to every 
corner of the globe. 

For a time he was the pilot of President Truman’s C-54, “The Sacred Cow,” 
and foe five months was a Berlin Airlift pilot, carrying supplies to that blockaded 
German city in a memorable Air Force activity in 1948. 

While in the ATC, Major Mills flew General Walter Bedell Smith to his post 
in Moscow as U. S. Ambassador to Russia and when General of the Air Force 
H. H. (Hap) Arnold made his last trip to South America, he was the pilot. Major 
Mills flew President Truman to Missouri when the Chief Executive’s mother died. 
and General Marshall to the Rio de Janeiro conference in 1947. 


Ends 45 Years With Navy Bureau—Leonard H. Sinclair, son of the 
Navy’s first chief boatswain, has retired after 45 years with the Navy’s Bureau of 
Yards and Docks. He was special assistant to the Bureau’s assistant chief for opera- 
tions. 

Mr. Sinclair was born at sea aboard the battleship Wyoming. His father, John 
S. Sinclair, who served 57 years with the Navy, was assigned to the vessel and in 
accordance with Navy regulations at that time, was permitted to have his family 
aboard. 


Advises Peruvian PX-—Lt. Col. C. B. McCoid, Deputy Chief for Operations, 
Headquarters Army and Air Force Exchange Service, has just returned to New 
York City from two weeks of temporary duty in Lima, Peru, where he acted as 
advisor to the Peruvian Ministry of War on a reorganization of that country’s “PX” * 
system. Colonel McCoid’s visit was in answer to a formal request to the State 
Department by the Peruvian Government. 
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Captain Errigo POW—The JourNaL has received word from Mrs. Dorothy

The USS Hewell, a light cargo ship, has entered the Pearl Harbor Naval Ship- 
yard for routine overhaul. Commanded by Lt. D. E. Holland, the vessel has served 
in the Western Pacific continuously since June 1948. 

The heavy cruiser Los Angeies, commanded by Capt. Robert N. McFarlan 
has relieved the USS Toledo off the east coast of Korea. Not new to Korean waters 
the Los Angeles has previously supported UN ground forces along the peninsula 
She is the flagship of Rear Adm. Arleigh A. Burke, Commander of Cruiser Division 
5, who has been serving as a UN delegate to the cease-fire conferences. 

The destroyer USS Hopewell and the destroyer escort USS William Seiverling 
were mentioned in recent dispatches from the Korean war zone after helping to 
evacuate wounded personnel. 

Teaming with the Toledo, the U. S. destroyer Agerholm and the Dutch destroyer 
Van Galen, the battleship New Jersey has been actively bombarding enemy positions 
in Korea. She is commanded by Capt. David M. Tyree. 

The Navy will recommission the aircraft carrier Wasp on Monday, 10 Sept. 
at the New York Naval Shipyard. The Essex class carrier, recently modernized 
under a speeded-up program, will carry a crew of approximately 100 officers, 2,000 
enlisted men, and an air group of 350 officers and men. Prospective commanding 
officer for the carrier is Capt. Burnham C. McCaffree, a 1926 graduate of the U. S 
Naval Academy. 

Two veteran ships of the Korean conflict were on their way to West Coast 
ports this week after more than nine months in the far east. They are the high 
speed transport, USS Begor, and the escort control vessel PCEC £82, attached to 
Commander Amphibious Forces, U. S. Pacific Fleet. Both ships played important 
roles in the withdrawal of troops from Hungnam, and the Begor later landed UDT 
Three and the 41st Royal British Commandos eight miles south of Songjin in «a 
successful raid on transportation facilities. 

Four ships of Destroyer Division 131, commanded by Capt. William L. Anderson 
arrived in Pearl Harbor last week-end preparatory to their return voyage to the 
U.S. They are the USS Blue, Bradford, Evans and Cunningham, which have furnished 
anti-submarine screen for the fast carrier task force off Korea.

Coast Guard Funds 


The President has signed the Treasury 
and Post Office Departments Appropria- 
tion Act, 1952. Appropriations for the 
Coast Guard for fiscal year 1952 are in- 
cluded in the Act as follows:

The appropriations provide for carry- 
ing on all functions of the Service in fis- 
cal year 1952 at approximately the same 
level as in fiscal 1951, including the ac- 
tivities in connection with port security. 

A supplemental appropriation request 
for fiscal 1952 is presently before the Con- 
gress. The proposed bill, if enacted, 
would provide funds to improve the state 
of Coast Guard military readiness by 
augmentation of personnel complements 
aboard existing floating units and the 
manning of a limited number of new 
units. The program would entail a pro- 
gressive recruitment to a total of 5,924 
additional officers and enlisted men by 
30 June 1952.

quarters have revealed details con- 
cerning new reserve promotion regula- 
tions. 

Selection boards, meantime, have been 
convened to consider Reserve officers for 
advancement to captain, commander and 
lieutenant commander. It was stated that 
a board to consider lieutenants (jg) for 
promotion to lieutenant will be convened 
shortly. 

Amendments to the Coast Guard Re- 
serve Regulations, which appeared in the 
Federal Register of 8 Aug. 1951, provide 
for promotion of Reserve officers on ac- 
tive and inactive duty. Reserve officers 
will be assigned running mates from 
among regular officers of the same grade, 
generally in accordance with date of 
rank. They will enter promotion zones 
at such times as will permit them to be 
eligible for promotion at the same time 
as their running mates. 

Selection boards will select officers 
from the promotion zone who are quali- 
fied and best fitted for promotion, in such 
numbers as are necessary to fill vacan- 
cies. Vacancies will be computed in ac- 
cordance with approximately the same 
distribution in the various grades as ex- 
ists in the Naval Reserve, based upon the 
Coast Guard Reserve base mobilization 
strength, and in accordance with spe- 
cialist requirements.

The British Rifle 


The second mild controversy to develop 
within the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization is now being built up around 
the question of arms standardization and 
“who’s got the best rifle—the U. S. or 
Great Britain?” Both countries previ- 
ously disagreed as to who should supply 
the top NATO sea commander. 

Questions about the rifle first arose 
when Birtain announced the develop- 
ment of a new rifle which it planned to 
put into immediate production. Because 
the rifle differed greatly from those cur- 
rently in use in the United States and 
Canada, a hurried conference of defense 
heads (British, Canadian, French and 
U. S.) was called in Washington to dis- 
cuss the problem. After meeting for two 
days, the conferees announced only that 
ultimate standardization of small arms 
ammunition is desired and that small 
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arms now in use would continue in pro- 
duction for the present. 

Following the conference, Britain held 
a surprise public demonstration of its 
new weapon and newsmen reported that 
it outperformed the U. S. Army’s Garand 
(the highly regarded M-1). Observers 
here are said to be skeptical, however, 
since pictures of the British rifte show 
a straight stock and protruding sights— 
two features discarded by the U. S. in 
modified (and more powerful) versions 
of the Garand. The straight stock, they 
say, is too awkward for proper han- 
dling, and the elevated sights are too 
easy to damage under combat conditions. 

Meanwhile, Army weapons experts are 
continuing work on two new classified 
rifle designs of their own, both of which 
weigh less than the M-1, and use smaller, 
lighter ammunition.

departed from West Point. Some cadets are 
on leave pending formal action by higher 
authority. The few cases needing further 
investigation will be cleared up shortly. 
While the number separated will not be 
known until the investigations are completed, 
it appears that it will be approximately 
ninety. 

“Cadets are appointed to the Military 
Academy by the President. They are sub- 
ject to removal from the Military Academy 
by the direction of the President. Their 
release, in effect, corresponds to a removal 
from office. No formal discharge from the 
service is necessary; they may be released 
by an administrative process. These men 
are being returned to civilian life by order 
of the President and each will receive an 
administrative order of separation discharg- 
ing him from West Point. Seventy-five of 
this group have already received such an 
order. 

“Although some ninety cadets will leave 
West Point, I want to assure you that the 
honor system will continue with the full 
support of the officers and the corps of 
cadets at West Point. The recent and re- 
grettable situation was revealed by two 
cadets who reported separately to their cadet 
company honor representatives that the code 
was being violated. This fact, and the 
strong attitude of the 2,400 cadets who did 
not cheat, indicate that the code is still a 
vital part and the way of life of the corps. 
The code operates exactly as it has in the 
past: Initial indoctrination in the code is 
accomplished early in a cadet’s career by 
upper classmen. A cadet’s honor is unques- 
tioned until he commits an overt act such 
as cheating, lying or stealing. Every cadet 
knows the code and feels a strong personal 
responsibility for it. A cadet still has an 
individual responsibility to uphold the code 
by reporting any violations. This current 
situation was not reported immediately be- 
cause it started as an organized effort by 
a small group determined to live outside the 
code. It spread as a conspiracy. Failure 
to report this cheating has not been a pri- 
mary reason for discharge of this group. 
Practically all these men have admitted to 
active participation in cheating. 

“When the Cadet Honor Committee in- 
vestigates an honor violation, the investi- 
gation is conducted so as to protect the 
man accused. He is given every opportunity 
to produce witnesses and to face his 
accuser. When the Cadet Honor Committee 
is certain of guilt, and only then, the case 
is turned over to the authorities. The au- 
thorities deal finally with separation from 
West Point. 

“The reporting of honor violations re 
mains the responsibility of every cadet. The 
cheating was first reported in April by two 
cadets to their cadet honor representatives. 
These two cadets had been invited to join 
the ring. The investigation of the informa- 
tion by representatives of the Honor Com- 
mittee proceeded carefully during May. The 
cadet honor representatives told the com- 
mandant of cadets of their belief that a 
material violation of the honor code was 
occurring. By the end of May it was clear 
that a substantial number were involved. 
The matter was then turned over to a 
board of officers. The board reported to 
the superintendent in mid-June that about 
ninety cadets (under-graduates) were im- 
plicated. Most had admitted participation. 

“The situation, as a whole and on a case- 
by-case basis, was given the most lengthy 
and careful investigation by the authorities 
of the Military Academy and by the authori- 
ties in Washington. 
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“The Secretary of the Army appointed a- 


board with Judge Learned Hand as presi- 
dent; General Middleton, president of 
Louisiana State University, and General 
Danford (retired), to review the investiga- 
tion. The board agreed with the prior rec- 
ommendations of all authorities that the 
violators be separated. 

“This decision is in accord with the prin- 
ciples of established law, and precedents 
at the Military Academy. In the past, in- 
dividual violators of the honor code have 
generally left quietly. Most of this group 
so wished. But the conspiracy required care- 
ful investigation. 

“On Aug. 3 the decision was announced. 
Some of the involved cadets were away on 
furlough. All were brought together for final 
review by a screening board. This was done 
to determine possible mistakes, mitigating 
circumstances, and to ascertain any evidence 
of additional violators. A complete investi- 
gation was made. In general, the cadets 
involved were retained until it was deter- 
mined that they no longer were required 
to testify and could not furnish further 
evidence of additional violators. Otherwise, 
a cadet who had left might later turn out 
to be the key witness in another's case. 
During this period these men have been 
administered exactly as any other cadet. 

“The screening started on Aug. 4. Two 
boards of officers were constituted in accord- 





ance With the Articles of War and Army 
Regulations. Cadets had officers from the 
law department to assist them and could 
engage civilian lawyers. Each cadet has 
appeared before a screening board for as 
much time as he or the board desired, 

‘‘Each step in the investigation was taken 
only after the most exhaustive study. 

“This has been an organized cheating 
ring. It has not been a number of isolated 
groups or individual cases. Lyvcause of the 
nature of the evidence, no one knows for 
certain when the activities of the ring be- 
gan or in what numbers the ring began. 
It was certainly confined to a very smail 
group as late as the fall of 1949. It spread 
in the spring of '50 and mushroomed to 
approximately ninety cadets from the ex- 
amination period in December ‘50 to March 
‘51, due primarily to spread among {foot- 
ball players, their roommates and close 
associates. Men were added to the ring 
in two general ways. First, athletes low 
in studies had the system explained to them 
by their upperclass teammates. Second, one 
cadet might either ask another cadet ior 
legitimate help or receive unsolicited aid. 
In either circumstance the men receiving 
the advice would find next day that he had 
been given the same problem that appeaied 
on the examination. The cadet giving the 
aid had used information given to him by 
members of the ring from the other regi- 
ment who had already taken the examina- 
tion. When this happened consistently a 
cadet might become suspicious and ask 
about the matter. He would then be told 
that he was now in the ring, perhaps given 
the names of many personal friends (some- 
times true, sometimes false) using the sys- 
tem, and in generai placed under great pres- 
sure to stay in the ring. Many cadets in 
the ring seemed to have a double standard 
of values ‘and acted as if they were espe- 
cially exempted from the honor code, Sworn 
testimony shows that individuals were aware 
that they were doing wrong. The secrecy 
with which they concealed operations from 
other cadets and their continual fear of 
detection bear witness to this fact. 

“I believe the ring has been cleaned out. 
The corps of cadets is always alert for any 
violation. No person at West Point doubts 
that the corps will continue to adhere to 
and perpetuate the honor code. 

*‘As stated above, evidence indicates that 
the major growth of the ring occurred in 
the present upper classes from December 
1950 until detection. We have so far found 
insufficient evidence to warrant § action 
against any graduate. 

“Some cadets in addition to the original 
group were named in the screening board's 
close questioning of violators under oath. 
Where there is any evidence of participa- 
tion, the case is being investigated. A few 
of these are included in the group departing. 
In this investigation the greatest difficulty 
is that a cadet who has confessed assumes 
that other cheaters’ roommates must have 
known of the violations; or that other 
cadets, present when ring operations 
occurred, must have been in the ring. The 
wrong assumptions caused certain innocent 
cadets, later cleared, to be named as prob- 
able ring members, 

‘‘No member of the present Third (sopho- 
more) Clss is established as a ring mem- 
ber. The class has expressed its complete 
understanding and support of every phase 
of the honor code. They do not believe 
that any cadet could pretend to misunder- 
stand the code when they as plebes (fresh- 
men) easily understood it. 

“The question has been asked whether 
any of the faculty knew of this cheating. 
Only one of two cadets of the ring were 
in any single classroom section and could 
easily operate without faculty knowledge. 
The ring operation was outside the class- 
room, The officer faculty at West Point sup- 
ports the honor code completely, and in- 
stinctively trusts the cadets. There is no 
indication that any instructor or professor 
had knowledge of this situation. 

“Statements have been made that our ex- 
amination system puts ‘temptation in the 
way of weakness by giving the same ex- 
amination to two groups hours apart.’ West 
Point procedure and organization have an 
important bearing on this point. The gradu- 
ation standing of a cadet is based largely 
on his academic grades. Thus, his academic 
standing is of lasting importance. It deter- 
mines whether he gets the branch of the 
armed service of his choice, and in general 
fixes his relative rank with other members 
of his class. These considerations make it 
important that all cadets be graded under 
like conditions. The man who cheats at 
West Point cheats every man who will 
graduate with him. 

“‘We have small (twelve-eighteen men) 
classroom sections, which are given daily 
writs or marked problems and term ex- 
aminations. Normally, all the cadets in the 
same class, in the same company attend the 
same subject at the same time. These men 
attending the same lesson at a different time 
live in other part of the barracks. There 
is no natural temptation for a man who has 
taken an examination to pass information 
to another. With few exceptions the pass- 
ing of information requires a visit to 








another section of barracks or a rendezvous 
at a special place. 

“To cheat in this fashion requires a 
planned conspiracy. 

“It is significant that for generations the 
corps of cadets has not regarded the repeti- 
tion of test questions to successive groups 
as an invitation to cheat. In former years, 
cadets living in the same company, and 
even in the same room, often attended the 
same iesson at different hours. Those cadets 
did not give improper assistance even to 
their roommates. The change to the current 
System of ciass attendance was made only 
for administrative reasons. Our cadets are 
proud of their reputation for integrity. The 


Military Academy has complete faith in 
them. 

“A few individuals not familiar with the 
Military Academy have used this incident 


as an occasion for questioning the system 
of education at West Point. This seems 
to have littie relation to the present situa- 
tion. It is pertinent, however, that twice 
since World War II our educational system 
has been carefully studied by groups of 
distinguished eaucators. In 1945 a _ board 
headed by Dr. Compton, then president of 
M.1.7., shaped the current course of studies. 
In 1949 the educational system was studied 
minutely, inciuding the honor code and the 
examination system, and generaily praised 
by a board appointed by the Secretary of 
Defense and headed by Dr. Stearns, presi- 
dent ot Colorado University, with General 
Eisenhower as vice chairman. This board 
found the honor code especially vital and 
recommended it be considered by all the 
service academies, The soundness of West 
Point's curricuium has been verilied by the 
high results of West Point senior ciasses 
taking the Graduate Record Examinations, 
conducted annually by the Educational Test- 
ing Service of Princeton, N. J. 

“Some persons have suggested that our 
curriculum is too hard for an athlete. We 
recognize that some men, inciuding ath- 
letes, simply lack the menial power or will 
to siudy as required at West Point. Any 
cadet who fails to measure up to West 
Point standards is separated, 


“The cheating centered in one_ sport 
group. There are other sports groups at 
West Point requiring great physical activity. 
No scheduled study time is devoted to 
athletic practice. All cadets not on varsity 
squads spend much time in intramural ath- 
letics. It is well known that hundreds of 
line athietes have graduaied from West 
Point, many with high academic standing. 

“The cheating was concentrated in and 
associated with the fooibail players. ‘The 
remainder were their roommates and other 
close associates. However, this situation has 
nothing directly to do with foo.bail in itself. 
Rather, these men apparently came to think 
of themselves as a group apart, and devel- 
oped a set of values different from those 
of the remainder of the corps of cadets. 
Athletics are an integral part of our train- 
ing. We still subscribe to General Mac- 
Arthur's words: ‘Upon the fields of friendly 
strife are sown the seeds that, upon other 
lields, on other days, will bear the fruits 
of victory.” We will have a fighting varsity 
team, completely supported by the corps. 
This is part of our building job and we 
hope for understanding and assistance from 
everyone in this effort. Meanwhile, we shall 
take steps to assure that the athletic squads 
are not allowed to grow apart from the rest 
of the corps, 

“The alumni rightly require assurance 
about their alma mater at all times. So far 
as the cadets involved are concerned, the 
academy believes that the incident should 
be closed when they receive their separa- 
tion by administrative order. Most of these 
young men have said that they want no 
personal publicity. They can succeed in life 
if they have the will to carry on. We sin- 
cereiy hope they will succeed. Their names 
will not be released. All questions arising 
out of this affair will be thoroughly investi- 
gated by the Academy authorities. We will 
make any changes that the results of these 
investigations warrant. We shall weleome 
the President’s board on athletics, a survey 
by our board of visitors, or other official 


inquiries. We ask only that judgments be 
based on fact, personal evaluation and 
knowledge. The crisis has passed, but the 


lesson will be remembered. West Point re- 
mains dedicated to those American ideals 
and objectives which have guided it through 
150 years of service to the nation. West 
Point will continue to merit the faith of 
the American people. 

“I wish also to thank the great body of 
the alumni who have written me. Your 
support and understanding has been a 
source of great personal satisfaction at this 
time, and I trust that I shall continue to 
have your wholehearted cooperation.

Increase Draft Call 

The Department of Defense has in- 
creased the October induction call to 
44,600 from the previously announced 
41,000. 

Of the total requested from the Se- 
lective Service System, 36,000 will be as- 
signed to the Army and 8,600 to the Ma- 
rine Corps, which represents an increase 
of 3,600 for the Marine Corps. 

The Department of Defense also an- 
nounced that 33,700 men would be in- 
ducted during the month of November. 
Of this total requested from the Selective 
Service System, 29,000 will be assigned to 
the Army and 4,700 to the Marine Corps. 





New Uses for Napalm 


New uses for jellied napalm as anti- 
personnel mines and for battlefield 
illumination have been developed by 
Army Engineers in Korea. 

With searchlights and mines in short 
supply, members of the 3d Engineers 
Combat Battalion filled 55-gallon gaso- 
line drums with gas and napalm mix and 
buried them between Allied and enemy 
lines. TNT, mortar shells and detonators 
were attached. During enemy counter- 
attacks, the napalm mines were exploded 
creating a fiery wall of defense. 

In round-the-clock combat and con- 
struction operations, barrels of jellied na- 
palm were ignited to illuminate battle 
fields. Napalm mix was utilized to speed 
construction of airstrips, roads and sup- 
ply points by lighting the areas for night 
work.

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Bans On Retired Employ 
Cited by Navy Expert 

An authoritative analysis of the restric- 
tions on employment of retired Naval per- 
sonnel by the Federal Government has 
been published in a recent publication of 
the Office of the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy. 

The text of this illuminating article is 
published herewith as part of THE JourR- 
NAL’s continuing efforts to bring to light 
the discriminatory regulations which bar 
effective utilization of retired military 
personnel. 

In the 5 May 1951 issue of THE JOURNAL, 
a comprehensive article, prepared in co- 
operation with Army JAG officials, was 
published outlining restrictions which ap- 
ply to employment of Army retired per- 
sonnel. 

The article on “Employment of Retired 
Naval Personnel,” was written by Lt. Carl 
B. Klein, USN, and was published in the 
June 1951 issue of “The JAG Journal.” 
Its text follows: 

“The recent world events have pointed 
up with considerable emphasis the ques- 
tion as to what civilian employment re- 
tired naval personnel may properly and 
legally accept with instrumentalities of 
the Federal, State or Territorial govern- 
ments as well as with private concerns 
doing business with the United States 
Government. While the answer to this 
problem is primarily of concern to naval 
personnel already retired or about to be 
retired, it holds nevertheless some inter- 
est for naval personnel generally, since 
the question of collateral employment 
upon retirement is a problem which, to 
a greater or lesser degree, is common to 
all naval personnel. The purpose of this 
article is to review the provisions of the 
law which affect the usual cases of such 
employment by retired naval personnel. 
These provisions of the law may be ar- 
bitrarily classified as follows: (1) Re- 
strictions upon employment, (2) restric- 
tions upon pay, (3) restrictions upon ap- 
propriations, and (4) criminal provisions. 


Restrictions Upon Employment 


“The basic provision of iaw underlying 
the right of retired officers to hold a 
civilian position or office with the Federal 
Government is the act of July 31, 1894 (28 
Stat. 205), as amended (5 U. S. C. 62), 
commonly known as the dual employment 
statute. Under the terms of this statute, 
retired officers in receipt of retired pay 
are prohibited from holding a civilian 
position or office with the Federal Gov- 
ernment where either the rate of retired 
pay or the rate of compensation fixed 
for the civilian position or office amounts 
to $2,500 per annum unless (1) elected 
thereto, (2) appointed by the President 
with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, or (3) retired for injuries received in 
battle or for injury or incapacity incurred 
in line of duty (13 Comp. Gen. 60; 21 
Comp. Gen. 1129). Retired officers receiv- 
ing retired pay in excess of $2,500 per an- 
num may not avoid the application of this 
statutory prohibition by retaining their 
retired office and waiving their retired 
pay during occupancy of the civilian posi- 
tion or office (14 Comp. Gen. 289). 

“It should be noted, however, that the 
provisions of the dual employment statute 
do not affect the right of a retired enlisted 
man, retired for any reason, even though 
subsequently advanced to commissioned 
grade on the retired list, to receive retired 
pay and at the same time receive com- 
pensation from a civilian position or of- 
fice with the Federal Government (Grant 
v. U. S., 41 F. (2d) 863; 26 Comp. Gen. 
712; 25 Comp. Gen. 521). 

“The restrictions upon employment dis- 
cussed in the previous paragraph do not 
preclude the employment of retired offi- 
cers of the Navy in a number of in- 
stances, included among which are the 
following: 

“(1) To engage in work under the di- 
rection of the Chief of Engineers of the 
United States Army in connection with 
the improvement of rivers and harbors 
of the United States (5 U.S. C. 63). 

“(2) Appointment of retired officers of 
the Navy to positions as Director or As- 
sistant Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget (5 U. S. C. 64; 31 U.S. C. 16). 

“(3) Appointment of retired officers of 
the Navy to positions in the diplomatic 
or consular branches of the foreign serv- 








ice of the United States (34 U.S. C. 226). 

“(4) The employment of retired offi- 
cers and warrant officers by the Veterans’ 
Administration until 10 August 1951 (5 
U.S. C. 64a). 

“(5) The temporary employment or 
service of a retired officer as a consultant 
on a fee basis (28 Comp. Gen. 381). 

“(6) The employment of a retired offi- 
cer of the Navy in any work or service 
for which the funds made available by 
the United States Government are inter- 
mingled with non-Federal funds and the 
compensation of the retired officer is paid 
from such intermingled funds (23 Comp. 
Gen. 744). 

“A retired officer may not, however, ac- 
cept an office from a foreign government 
without the consent of Congress in view 
of Article I, Section 9, Clause 8 of the 
Constitution (CMO 3, 1934, 13). Such an 
officer may not accept employment with 
a foreign government (CMO 1, 1942, 258), 
nor may he be employed in the armed 
forces of a foreign state (CMO 4, 1943, 
116). A retired naval officer is precluded 
from working, with or without remunera- 
tion, for a foreign company or individual 
which is in competition with American 
industry (Executive Order 5221, Decem- 
ber 11, 1929). 


Restrictions Upon Pay 


“If a retired officer of the Navy is, un- 
der the above provisions, eligible for em- 
ployment in a Federal position, he will, 
upon acceptance of such position, be sub- 
ject to the provisions of section 212 of the 
act of June 30, 1932 (47 Stat. 406) as 
amended (5 U. S. C. 59a), the so-called 
dual compensation statute. This statutory 
provision of law is applicable to all offi- 
cers receiving retired or retirement pay 
for or on account of commissioned serv- 
ice, including those advanced on the re- 
tired list to commissioned grade (25 
Comp. Gen. 521). In simple terms, this 
statute provides that the aggregate in- 
come derived from a Federal civilian 
position, whether elective or appointive, 
and from retirement pay shall not exceed 
the rate of $3,000 per annum. 

“If the annual rate of retired pay being 
paid a retired officer exceeds the rate of 
$3,000 per annum, the officer must elect 
to receive either his retired pay or the 
pay of his civilian office or position. In 
this connection, should the officer give up 
his retired pay, he will become entitled 
to have payment of such pay resumed 
upon relinquishing his civilian office or 
position. On the other hand, if the rate of 
retired pay and the compensation of the 
civilian office or position to be paid a re- 
tired officer are both less than $3,000 per 
annum but together exceed $3,000 per an- 
num, the officer is entitled to receive all 
of the compensation from the civilian 
office or position to which may be added 
so much of his retired pay as necessary 
to make the combined rate or total com- 
pensation $3,000 per annum. For exam- 
ple, if an officer receiving retired pay of 
$2,900 per annum is employed in a Fed- 
eral civilian office or position at a salary 
of $2,800 per annum, he would be entitled 
to receive the $2,800 plus $200 from his 
retired pay to make a net rate of $3,000 
per annum (12 Comp. Gen. 37, 47). If the 
rate of retired pay and the compensation 
to be received from the civilian office or 
position both exceed the rate of $3,000 per 
annum, the officer may waive his retired 
pay in its entirety and receive without 
restriction the compensation from em- 
ployment with the Federal Government. 
Also in this connection, if the officer 
waives his retired pay, he would be en- 
titled to have payment of the amount so 
waived resumed upon terminating his 
civilian employment (CMO 2, 1947, 40). 

“The limitation delineated above re- 
stricting the combined rate of compensa- 
tion to $3,000 per annum ‘is not against 
the retaining of the retired status but is 
that “no person holding a civilian office 

. shall be entitled, during the period 
of such incumbency, to retired pay from 
the United States ... as a commissioned 
officer.” Similarly the right of election 
given under the statute is not as to 
whether he shall continue to hold his re- 
tired status, but is as to whether he shall 
accept the pay of the one or the pay of 
the other’ (Comp. Gen. Dec. A-43761, 
August 9, 1932). 

“In computing the amount of pay in 
the case of temporary or part-time em- 
ployment, the annual rate of compensa- 





tion of the job on a full-time basis is used 
in determining the applicability of this 
statutory provision (26 Comp. Gen. 231). 
However, if a definite limitation on em- 
ployment is made in the contract to a 
specific number of hours per day or days 
per week, month, or year, and the con- 
tract also provides for payment only 
when the officer is actually employed, the 
statute is not applicable if the total 
amount of the two compensations which 
may be paid does not exceed the rate of 
$3,000 per annum. The statute is likewise 
not applicable to commissioned officers 
retired for disability incurred in combat 
with an enemy of the United States or 
for disability resulting from an explosion 
of an instrumentality of war in line of 
duty during an enlistment or employment 
as provided in veterans regulation num- 
bered 1 (a), part I, paragraph I. The 
clause ‘retired for disability incurred in 
combat with an enemy of the United 
States’ as used in the statute has been 
defined by the Comptroller General of 
the United States to apply to officers ‘re- 
tired for disability the direct result of in- 
jury from the instrumentalities of war 
employed by the enemy in combat with 
the forces of the United States,’ to wit, 
as where the disability necessitating re- 
tirement was directly due to inhaling gas 
during combat with an enemy of the 
United States (Comp. Gen. Dec. A-44756, 
January 3, 1933). The provisions of sec- 
tion 212 of the dual compensation statute 
are not applicable to warrant officers and 
enlisted personnel not drawing pay on 
account of services as a commissioned offi- 
cer (Grant v. U. 8., 41 F. (2d) 863). 

“By way of rounding out this picture 
of Federal employment in consonance 
with the terms of the dual compensation 
statute, it should be noted that under the 
provisions of the act of May 27, 1944 (58 
Stat. 230; 38 U. S. C. 26c) retired naval 
personnel in receipt of retirement pay, 
who would be eligible to receive pension 
or compensation under laws administered 
by the Veterans’ Administration if they 
were not receiving such retirement pay, 
may waive their retirement pay and re- 
ceive instead compensation from the Vet- 
erans’ Administration, for the purpose of 
accepting the pay connected with civilian 
Federal employment. The receipt of such 
compensation from the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration would not be limiting in any way 
upon the pay received from such employ- 
ment. Upon terminating the civilian Fed- 
eral employment, such personnel may 
elect to have payment of their retired 
pay resumed in lieu of continuing to re- 
ceive compensation from the Veterans’ 
Administration (28 Comp. Gen. 484). 


Restrictions Upon Appropriations 


“There are two provisions of law which 
restrict the application of appropriations 
made by the Congress for the pay of re- 
tired officers of the Navy or Marine Corps. 
The first of these provisions of law is sec- 
tion 1 of the act of June 10, 1896 (29 Stat. 
361), as amended (34 U. S. C. 863), and 
is in the nature of permanent legislation. 
This act provides in pertinent part that 
naval appropriations are not available 
for the pay of any officer on the retired 
lists of the Navy or Marine Corps, who 
for himself or for others is engaged in the 
selling of, contracting for the sale of, or 
negotiating for the sale of, any supplies 
or war materials to the Navy or Navy 
Department. 

“The second provision of law which re- 
stricts the application of appropriations 
for the pay of retired officers is section 
1215 of the General Appropriations Act, 
1951 (Public Law 759, 81st Cong.). This 
act prohibits the use of appropriations 
provided thereunder for the payment of 
the retired pay of any officer on the re- 
tired lists of the Regular Navy or Regu- 
lar Marine Corps who, for a period of 
2 years after retirement, engages for him- 
self or for another ‘in the selling of, or 
contracting for the sale of, or negotiating 
for the sale of,’ any supplies or war ma- 
terials to any agency of the Department 
of Defense, the Coast Guard, the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, and the Public 
Health Serivce. This act differs impor- 
tantly from the act of June 10, 1896, as 
amended, supra, in that: (1) The pro- 
hibition defined in the act applies only 
to retired officers of the Regular services 
—Regular Navy’ or ‘Regular Marine 
Corps,’ (2) the application of the act is 
limited to ‘a period of 2 years after re- 
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tirement,’ and (3) the number of re- 
stricted agencies of the Federal Govern- 
ment enumerated in the act is broadened 
to include ‘any agency of the Department 
of Defense, the Coast Guard, the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, and the Public 
Health Service.’ 


“The Comptroller General of the 
United States has stated with respect to 
the application of the act of June 10, 
1896, as amended, supra—and it would 
appear to be equally applicable to section 
1215 of the General Appropriations Act, 
1951, supra—that persons who furnish 
plans, specifications, designs, or drawings 
for the Navy ‘are commonly understood 
as being engaged in the furnishing of pro- 
fessional services, and clearly professiona) 
services are not “naval supplies or war 
material” within the accepted meaning of 
that term’ (Comp. Gen. Dec. B-12238, No- 
vember 7, 1940). The Comptroller Gen- 
eral of the United States has also ex- 
pressed the view that the act of June 10, 
1896, as amended, supra, does not pro- 
hibit the payment of retired pay to offi- 
cers of the Naval Reserve who contract 
with the Department of the Navy for the 
sale of naval supplies and war materials 
(Comp. Gen. Dec. B-101995, April 11, 
1951). Nor does the statute purport to 
inhibit in any manner the Department 
of the Navy from contracting with a re- 
tired officer of the Naval Reserve for the 
purchase of such supplies and materials, 
or operate to restrict payment of the con- 
sideration agreed upon by the Depart- 
ment of the Navy to such officer in an 
appropriate contract of purchase and sale 
for the naval supplies and war materials 
furnished pursuant to any such contract. 
The emphasis of this statutory provision 
is solely upon the nonavailability of ap- 
propriations to pay retirement pay or dis- 
ability retirement pay to officers of the 
Navy or Marine Corps (Regular services) 
under the conditions defined in the 
statute. 


Criminal Provisions 


“In addition to the various restrictions 
upon employment, pay, and appropria- 
tions, discussed above, there are for con- 
sideration the provisions of certain crimi- 
nal statutes which affect the civilian em- 
ployment of retired naval personnel. Gen- 
erally, these provisions do not apply to a 
retired officer who is employed by a firm 
holding Government contracts, but who 
personally refrains from any negotiations 
with the Government. Similarly, unless 
otherwise noted, a self-employed officer 
who for himself alone contracts with, or 
sells to the Government does not violate 
these statutory penal provisions. 


“One of the provisions of law to which 
reference is made in the preceding para- 
graph is Section 216, Title 18, United 
States Code, Supplement III. This statute 
forbids any officer or agent of the United 
States from directly or indirectly receiv- 
ing any consideration in return ‘for pro- 
curing or aiding to procure to or for any 
person, any contract’ with the United 
States Government, under penalty of fine 
and imprisonment and permanent dis- 
qualification from holding Federal office. 


“It should be noted that this section of 
the Criminal Code does not contain a pro- 
vision exempting from its application re- 
tired officers when not on active duty. 
However, since this section is found under 
chapter 11 of the Criminal Code, headed 
‘Bribery and Graft,’ it would appear rea- 
sonable to conclude that in common with 
the other sections under chapter 11, sec- 
tion 216 applies only to the prevention of 
corruption of Government officials by 
bribery, gifts, or other equally persuasive 
subtleties made in return for help in ob- 
taining such contracts with the Govern- 
ment and that it is not directed against 
retired officers receiving pay for the pro- 
curement of contracts with the Govern- 
ment, if otherwise permitted by law. This 
view is strengthened when considered in 
the light of the provisions of section 281 
(18 U. S. C. Supp. III 281), infra, which 
grants to retired naval officers the right 
to deal with all departments of the Gov- 
ernment except the department in whose 
service they hold a retired status. A con- 
trary interpretation of section 216 would 
have the effect of negating completely

Powered Airplane 


The Air Force on 5 Sept. announced 
award of a “development contract for an 
atomic powered airplane” to the Con- 
solidated Vultee Aircraft Corporation, 
San Diego, Calif.

The General Electric Company is to 
develop the nuclear powered engine 
under a contract with the Air Force, ne- 
gotiations for which were announced 
last February.

Both General Electric and Consoli- 
dated Vultee will work closely with the 
Air Force and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission on the project. 


Martin Canberra Subcontract 


Final arrangements were completed 
this week between The Glenn L. Martin 
Company, Baltimore, Md. and The Hud- 
son Motor Car Company, Detroit, Mich., 
whereby Hudson, under subcontracting 
arrangements from Martin will engineer, 
tool and manufacture rear fuselage and 
tail sections for the twin-jet Canberra 
night intruder bomber which will be built 
in substantial quantities by the Martin 
Company for the U.S. Air Force. 

Mr. C. C. Pearson, president and gen- 
eral manager of Martin, confirmed that 
the dollar value of the work to be done 
for Martin by Hudson would be very 
high. For reasons of military security, 
however, exact figures were not revealed. 
Mr. Pearson added that the work sub- 
contracted to Hudson represented a fur- 
ther expansion of a sizable subcontract- 
ing program already announced. 

The Martin Company is doing business 
at the present time with more than 3,000 
subcontractors, suppliers and vendors. 
Included are companies of all sizes lo- 
eated from coast to coast. During 1951, 
about two-thirds of Martin purchases 
will be made from “small businesses” 
which the government identifies as those 
employing less than 500 workers. 


Ordnance Works Lease 


A lease of the Government-owned Mor- 
gantown Ordnance Works, Morgantown, 
W. Va., will be negotiated with the 
Mathieson Chemical Corporation of Bal- 
timore, Md. 

Morgantown is the second largest am- 
monia plant in America, and was built 
by the government in World War II. In 
the War it produced chemicals for ex- 
plosives.

Overhaul USAF C-54’s 


A new contract for the cycle recondi- 
tioning of C-54 aircraft has been awarded 
to Texas Engineering and Manufactur- 
ing Company, Inc., Dallas, Tex., by the 
Air Materiel Command, Mr. Robert Mc- 
Culloch, Temco president, has announced. 

The new contract calls for the recon- 
ditioning of a substantial number of air- 
craft, and specifies that all aircraft will 
be delivered to Temco’s new overhaul 
facility at Majors Field, Greenville, Tex., 
where the work will be performed. One 
of the first airplanes to be overhauled 
under the new contract, McCulloch re- 
vealed, will be the famous “Sacred Cow.” 
This was the late President Roosevelt’s 
personal airplane, and at one time in- 
cluded such luxuries as a special elevator 
for emplaning and deplaning. 








Machine Tool Industry 


The Navy has issued instructions to 
District Commandants to give special 
consideration to the skilled manpower 
needs of the machine tool industry con- 
cerning delays in recall to active duty 
for members of the Naval Reserve. 

The Navy pointed out the urgent re- 
quirements for increasing the production 
of machine tools to meet the require- 
ments of national defense. Those reserv- 
ists to be given special consideration in 
delay in recall to active duty by the Navy 
include engineers, machinists, tool and 
die designers, tool and die makers, and 
persons employed in “captive” tool and 
die shops in automobile and other indus- 
tries, provided they are engaged in mak- 
ing machine tools or accessories for use 
in defense production. 


Build Fleet Oilers 


The Navy will construct six fleet oilers 
as part of its 1952 shipbuilding program. 
A contract for construction of one of the 
ships has already been awarded to the 
Bethlehem Steel Company shipyard at 
Quincy, Mass. 

Contracts for an additional five fleet 
oilers will be awarded through negotia- 
tion on a competitive basis, the Navy said. 
The Bethlehem Steel Company’s yard will 
act as design agent and the first ship will 
be the prototype for the other five ves- 
sels. 

Pending completion of designs and 
award of remaining contracts, no cost 
figures are available, the Navy bureau 
said. 





Medal to Shipbuilder 


J. B. Woodward, jr., president of the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company, Newport News, Va., received 
the Secretary of the Navy’s Distinguished 
Public Service Medal this week. 

Secretary of the Navy Dan A. Kimball 
made the presentation at ceremonies in 
his Pentagon office. 





Airship Nears Completion 


The Navy’s new N-type blimp is com- 
pleting its primary flight tests before 
being turned over to the Navy at the 
Lakehurst Naval Air Station. 

Fourteen feet longer than the older 
M-type, the new airship is constructed 
especially for antisubmarine work. Built 
onto the bottom of its streamlined cabin 
is a big radar dome for tracking enemy 
undersea craft. The ship also has extra 
radar and electronics gear and an ex- 
panded complement of 14 men. It can fly 
75 miles an hour. 

Built at the Goodyear Aircraft com- 
pany’s Akron hangar, the N-ship is one 
of four such being built for the Navy. 
The cost of the prototype blimp was 
about $5,000,000. 


Build Airplane Hulls 


Plymouth Division of Chrysler Corpo- 
ration has started assembly operations on 
its defense assignment to build hulls for 
the Grumman Albatross amphibious air 
rescue plane at its Evansville, Ind., plant. 

While the section of the plant assigned 
to the defense wark is still being pre- 
pared for volume output, portions of all 
major subassemblies are already in pro- 
duction and final assembly has been 
started on the first complete hull. 

More than half of the heavy fixtures 
required for the operation have been re- 
ceived at the plant. Several have been 
installed and are now being used in pro- 
duction. The work of preparing the plant 
for volume output of the 60-foot hulls is 
proceeding on schedule. The work in- 
cludes several structural changes on the 
plant to accommodate the large airframe 
sections, installation of the remaining 
subassembly and final assembly fixtures, 
and the installation of fabricating depart- 
ment to manufacture parts for the hull 
sections. 
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Test Training Planes 


A project to determine the suitability 
of the Beech YT-34 and the Temco YT-233 
aircraft as trainers at basic flying train 
ing schools of the Flying Training Aijy 
Force, ATRC, has been inaugurated a 
Goodfellow AFB, Tex., Col. John R. Mor. 
gan, GAFB wing commander has an 
nounced. 


Thirty students with no previous flying 
experience and having uniform staning 
ratings and academic backgrounds have 
been selected for the program from Clasy 
52-E. Fifteen of the students are being 
trained in the North American T-6G, six 
students in the YT-34 and nine aviation 
cadets in the YT-35. All students will re. 
ceive 130 hours of flying time. Students 
flying the T-6G will make up the contro] 
group with the remaining students being 
designated the experimental group. 

Heading the program at Goodfellow is 
Maj. Edward L. Healey as coordinator; 
1st Lt. Gerald F. Fitzgerald, TA & D proj- 
ect officer; Captains Crystal L. Andress 
and Stanley R. Tierce, flying training; 
and ist Lt. Purcell A. Reary, mainte. 
nance. 


Both the control and experimental 
groups will receive the identical 130 hour 
flying training course. A breakdown fol- 
lows: Contact flying—82 hours, instru- 
ment flying—25 hours, acrobatics—6 
hours, day navigation—9 hours, night 
local—4 hours and night navigation—4 
hours. In addition to the regular aca- 
demic program, students in the experi- 
mental group will receive engineering 
courses pertaining to the aircraft they 
fly. This instruction will be given by Mr 
H. E. Behrends and Mr. Wayne B. Henry 
GAFB academic instructors. 


Specific objectives of the project are as 
follows: 1. Determine average number of 
hours required to solo each type of air- 
craft. 2. Determine the over-all pro- 
ficiency of the students at the time of 
graduation. 3. Determine if all phases of 
basic flying can be taught equally well in 
the YT-34 or YT-35 as in the T-6G air- 
craft. 4. Assess the student’s ability to 
make the transition from the YT-34 or 
YT-35 to the T-28 advanced trainer and 
jet aircraft. 5. Determine maintenance 
requirements per flying hour and an ap- 
proximation of operating costs per flying 
hour. 

The progress of the students in the ex- 
perimental group will be closely followed 
at advanced fiying training schools as 
well as during their period of training at 
Goodfellow AF Base.

“The foregoing is a résumé of the more 
common aspects of the law which gen- 
erally affect the collateral employment 
activities of retired naval officers as well 
as of retired enlisted persons as noted.

been possible to list every statutory pro- | 


vision, or exception thereto, that might 
conceivably enter into analyzing a prob- 
lem upon this subject. Similarly, it should 
not be considered as a substitute for the 
large number of opinions rendered by the 
courts, or other appropriate offices of the 
Government. But as a guide—as a rule 


of thumb—to measure the usual cases of 
employment of retired naval personnel, 
the information presented should prove 
both helpful and complete. 

“In conclusion, it should be noted that 
the Judge Advocate General is without 
authority in most cases to render an au- 
thoritative opinion upon the subject of 
what civilian employment retired naval 
personnel may accept without prejudice 
to the rights and benefits of their retired 
status. The policy of the Department of 
the Navy relative to the question of giv- 
ing such advice has been stated as fol- 
lows: 

“*The question as to whether a retired 
officer may legally accept a civilian ap- 
pointment and still hold his position on 
the retired list is one of private concern 
only and not a subject with which the 
United States can concern itself until 
some action has been taken by the re- 
tired officer. The obvious course for any 
retired officer called upon to determine 
that question is to seek the advice of pri- 
vate counsel, since it is one strictly of pri- 
vate concern and in no sense of public 
interest.’” 
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Navy to Aid Industry 


A program to accelerate defense pro- 
duction which might ‘lag for lack of ma- 
chine tools or forging and casting equip- 
ment has been announced by the Navy. 

Firms requiring machine tool opera- 
tions, forgings, or castings to complete 
urgent Army, Navy and Air Force con- 
tracts on schedule, may have the work 
done at Navy facilities where equipment 
is available and open capacity for such 
work exists, the Navy said. 

The program is open only to firms that 
find it impossible to get timely delivery 
from private sources and is temporary 
until the machine tool industry can meet 
equipment needs, Vice Adm. A. G. Noble, 
Chief of Naval Material, said. 

Contractors needing Navy facilities, 
and qualifying for them under the new 





program, may inform the contracting 
officer of the service which issued the 
contract, the Navy said. The Armed 


Service concerned will then arrange with 
the Office of Naval Material to have the 
work done at a Navy facility.
